PETROLEUM THEORIES. 


In another column of this issue will 
be found a letter from Bradford which 
appeared in some of the New York 
dailies last week, which consists chiefly 
of a wail over the unprofitableness of 
petroleum producing, and the discour- 
aging position in which the producer 
finds himself. The letter possesses some 
reinarkable features, and the intention 
of the writer is by no means clear. If 
he be a fool, his suggestion that the 
Government should come to the 
rescue of the petroleum producer 
ean be readily accounted for. Batif 
bis purpose be to influenca legislation 
in behalf of the class which he cham- 
pions, he has fallen far short of pre- 
senting even so much of a. case as is 
likely to form the nucleus of a public 
sentiment in favor of what he vaguely 
suggests. It is probable that the letter 
is a clumsy effort to depress certificates, 
We say clumsy, because the writer | 
might have adhered strictly to facts 
and made a reasonably depressing ar- 
ticle. The position of crude petroleum 
is far from being an encouraging one 
just at present. There is an undoubt- 
ed decrease in production from the 
high point reached in the middle of 
the year, but the decrease has not yet 
brought the yicld down to the limits 
of consumption, and there is a net in- 
crease of stocks steadily goingon. The 
falling off in the production of the 
Bradford field is a most significant fea- 
ture of the situation, though its effecte 
have been nullified by the develop- 
ment of the Alleghany field in this 














The consumption of. dyestuffs of all 


kinds has ween excepiionaily large 
during the past year, but the: relative 
positions of goods of foreign and do- 
mestic manufacture have materially 
changed in that time. In 1880 there 
was imported at the port of New York, 
logwood extracts to the amount of 1,- 
090,000 lbs., while in 1881, but little 
over 700,000 lbs. was received, showing 
a falling off of over 300,000 lbs. A sim- 
ilar but exagerated condition of affairs 
is shown upon examining the imports 
of fustic extract. In 1880, 385,188 lbs. 
were imported at New York, while the 
returns for the past yeur disclose re- 
ceipts of but 61,951 Ibs., a decrease of 
823,187 lbs. or about 84 per cent. 
These figures do not include the re- 
ceipts for the whole United States,and 
the Government returns are as yet in- 
complete beyond the month of Sep- 
tember, but,from them it appears that 
a nearly similar rate of decrease has 
occurred at other points. In speculat- 
ing upon so large an apparent discrep- 
ency it must, however, not be forgot- 
ten that the heavy imports of 1880 
occurred largely in the first part of the 
year and were the _ result of 
the “boom” in. the last haf 
of 1879. But notwithstanding this fact 
itisapparent from all sides that the 
use of foreign dyewood extracts is de- 
creasing in this country and the native 
product being substituted in its place. 
The prejudice in favor of foreign goods 
which has alone been the drawback to 
the general adoption of our own is fast 
being overcome and they are now rec- 
ognized by most consumers as equal to 
the best foreign makes. Opposed to 
the decreased importation of extracts, 
we observe from the government sta- 
tistics an increase in the receipts of 
stick wood overthe exceptionally large 
imports in 1880. Whereas in New York 
alonea slight falling offis noticed, 
both in fustic and logwood, the re- 
ceipts at other ports more than coun- 
terbalance it and show a total consid- 
erably in excess. It is apparent that the 
importation of theses goods is gradualiy 
leaving New York and seeking other 
ports.

This is a 
natural law which not even specula 
tion can avert except for a brief 
period. The stocks, which are not so

The demand for lead in oil for future delivery 
was brisk, but corroders refused to enter into 
long contracts. At the end of the month there 
was very little business doing, for while buyers 
were ready to contract on the basis of prices 
then ruling, they were not disposed to take lots 
for prompt delivery at these prices. Corroders 
quoted 7c for lead in oil, but with the discounts 
the actual selling price was brought down to 
about 7c. For dry lead there was not much 
demand, but as corroders had li:tle to offer 67 
was the lowest price that would have been ac- 
cepted. March opened with no appreciable 
change in the position although pig lead had de- 
clined from the extreme point reached during 
the preceding month. This, however, soon had 
its effect on the market, and though corroders 
manifested a disposition to meet buyers views, 
the lack of unanimity prevented, at that time, 
generalaction. The offerings of both city, dry 
and ground lead were limited, but this was made 
up partly by freer offerings of out-of-town 
brands, at what was then considered extremely 
low rates, down to 6}¢c belug accepted for some 
lots of ground The weakness in city lead be. 
came more marked toward the middle of March, 
though stocks of boto kinds were said to be 
very light. The weakness was due, it was ru- 
mored, to competition between two corroders, 
for supremacy in the market of Central New 
York, where sales were made at 7c net, deliv- 
ered, though the city price remained nominally 
at 7igc net. Dry lead was very scarce, both city 
and Western corroders having their entire pro- 
duct for some months under engagement. The 
market was very irregular during the last week 
of March, city lead in oil being offered and sold } 
at 7o delivered to near-by points, while some 
brands were quoted down to 634@67éc net. At 
the beginning of April there were no two cor- 
roders quoting the same price. Some named 7c 
net as bottom, while 7}4c was quoted as the long 
price by others, with various discounts, making 
the net prices 744c down to a shade below 7c. 
The condition of affairs was partly due to the 
declining tendency of the market for pig lead. 
but was more closely connected with the compe- 
tition in the State, which was extending to Con- 
necticut as well as tothis market. Dry was very 
firm, and there was none obtainable for prompt 
or e.rly delivery. Throughout the month of 
April the market for ground lead remainea weak 
and unsettled, though prices of the pig metal had 
advanced. Western was offered and sold here 
at 634c, and some brands of city sold at 634c and 
others at 6%c net. Atthe beginning of May a

634c. There was little or no City dry lead ob- 
tainable, and although buyers freely bid 63¢e, 
they were able to get only small lots at 6, 
corroders absolutely refusing to shade that 
price. Toward the middle of the month, piglead 
remaining scarce and firm at 5c, a strong feeling 
was developed and an advance was again talked 
of. There was less disposition to grant shad- 
ings, even to the largest buyers, and 
there was no pressure to sell. The lowest 
price named was 7c net, while small buyers 
were compelled to pay 734c less 5%. The de- 
mand was large, and not only from local and 
nearby consumers, but also from buyers all over 
the country. Western corroders had all they 
could do to supply the demands of their own 
customers and were not offering in this market. 
For dry lead there wasa good deal of inquiry, 
but the ideas of buyers and sellers were too far 
apart to admit of business, and only small lots 
foun sale at 6c. The report that Western 
corroders had advanced prices for lead in oil }4¢ 
had the effect of hastening a similar advance 
here, and on August 20th the city corroders is- 
sued a joint circular notifying their customers of 
an advance of 4cper lb in the price of lead in 
oil. The uncertainty following the last rise, ow- 
ing tothe neglect of corroders to name a specific 
price in their circular, was repeated, and for 
some days buyers were left in doubt as to what 
the actual buying price was. Later it was defi- 
nitely settled that 8c was the long price, 
but this figure was not adhered to. Cor- 
roders fixed the price to suit the custom- 
er, apd the market was far from _ set- 
tled. The nominal quotation to large buyers was 
734c, but even from this price discounts were 
allowed by some bringing their actual selling 
price down to 7¢ net, though the majority of cor- 
roders would not shade 73¢c. At the end of 
August stocks of lead in oil were very light, the 
aifficulty in obtaining sufficient supplies of pig 
lead, and the large and steady demand from 
dealers and consumers, rendering any accumu- 
lation impossible. Most corroders named 7lgc 
net as their bottom price, but others were ac- 
cepting 7o net from their largest customers. 
There was no further ta!k of an advance, the 
failure attending the last two attempts discour- 
aging any further move in this direction. This 
failure to advance prices was said to be due to 
the system of discounts which had been adopted 
earlier in the year, and the opinion was gener- 
ally expressed that until this impediment was re- 
moved no movement to bring about a stable ad- 
vance would be likely to meet with success, and

Petroleum as Fuel.

©; er, Although it may be true that the correspond- 
ent of the ‘Petroleum Age” has solved the prob- 
lem of burning petroleum safely, steadily and 
economically, a statement of the comparative 
values of coal and petroleum may go far toward 
accounting for the tardy introduction of the 
latter as a substitute for coal. The superior 
virtues of petroleum as a fuel have often been 
stated in a general way, and so have those of 
: water; so that it might not be altogether un- 
s , reasonable to imagine the light. heat and power 
; of “the coming man” to be embodied in a cake 
7 of ice. The knowa calorific value of hydrogen 
is the sole basis for the claims of water asa 
fuel, and is one elewent on which the superiority 
of petroleum over coal is founded. The fair 
correspondent of the “Age” says it is necessary 
to catch your hare before you cook it—may it not 

4 be possible ‘hat, in this cuse, the value of the 
: hare will not compensate one for the perils of 
the chase? 

The edvantages of petroleum over coal may 
be divided into two classes—first, the larger pro- 
portion of hydrogen in a given weight; second, 
the greater ease with which it can be converted 
into vapor for complete and rapid combustion.

carbon and 3 per cent, hydrogen (Dana), we 
have as the product Of one kilogramme of an- 
thracite, 8,380 heat units, an advantage in favor 
ef the hydrocarbon oil of, say, 50 per cent.; 
eounting 300 galions of oil as equal in weizht to 
@ ton of coal, oil at 3 cents per gallon would be 
equivalent, as fuel, to coal at $6 perton. When 
we realize the fact that the introduction of 
petroleum as fuel to any great extent would 
bring the daily consumption above the largest 
y yleld yet obtained, we may safely infer 
present prices of oil would certainiy be 
doubled. In the generation of steam for ordl- 
mary mechunical purposes, where rapidity of 
combustion and high temperatures are not re- 
quired, the oil could not be used economically; 
fits use as a fuel would therefore be confined to 
such branches of industry as require a hot, 
rapid and clean fire; if the greater ease with 
which these can be obtnined from petroleum 
wilt pay for the increased cost as compared with 
coal, methods for burning it “safely steadily 
and economically’’ will not be wanting. It is 
not, therefore, lack of mechanical ingenuity; 
but rather uncertainty as to the probable price 
of petroleum which keeps it in the background 
asa fuel, in spite of the astonishing resulis in its 
favor which are published from time to time.

Annual Review of the Paint Market. 
WHITE LEAD. 


The year opened at 6@6!4c for dry white lead, 
and 6}44@634c for lead inoil. The demand forthe 
latter for prompt delivery was active, and corro- 
ders were willing sellers, though they were not 
anxious to make long contracts. A rise in pig 
lead during the second week in January lead toa 
corresponding rise in the carbonate. Dry was not 
procurable below 634c, while for the lead ground 
in oi] 7c lees 24 per cent was the lowest quota- 
tion, and the third week witnessed a further rise 
in the cost of the pig metal, which was followed 
by an advance to 734c, less 24% per cent. for cash 
in 15 days, for lead in oll. The demand was ac- 
tive, and bids of 6 }4@ 6940 net were freely made 





brisk demand set in, and continued throughout 
the month. There was no improvement in the 
tone of the market, however, dry lead of city 
make being quoted at 614@534c, and 
ground at 63%@7c net. A steadier feel- 
ing was developed during the month of 
June, under acontinued good demand both for 
prompt and future delivery, but prices did not 
advance. At the beginning of July most cor- 
roders were quoting 7igc as the long price. less 
10% for large lots, and 7c. less 244% for jobbing 
quantities. Western lead in oil was offerea 
sparingly on the spot here, the demand in the 
home markets absorbing most of the output, and 
only small lots were obtainable, buyers paying 
6%4c. There was no city dry lead and very little 
Western offering here. About the middle of the 
month the enhanced cost of piglead caused a 
firmer feeling in the market for the carbonate, 
without, however, effecting an advance in prices 
There was a good steady jobbing demand at this 
time, but there were few large transactions. 
During the third week in July the market be- 
came very firm, and on Friday corroders decided 
to advence the price of lead in oil 4c 
per lb. This advance was based upon the 
increased cost of piglead and the con&jnued 
demand for the carbonate. It was considered 
that prices had been too low for some time, and 
the rise, therefore, did not create much surprise. 
Some uncertainty as to what the actual price 
was prevailed tor several days atter tne aavatice, 
as in issuing their circular corroders had neglec- 
ted to give a price, merely announcing an ad- 
vance of 4c per Jb, and during the period in 
which there was so much irregularity, the long 
price, named at the last advance, had been for- 
gotten by most of the buyers. Some corroders 
had been naming 7}4c as the long price, from 
which they allowed various discounts varying 
from 10 per cent. downward, while others were 
quoting net prices such as 6%@7c. Buyers, 
therefore, were in doubt as to whether the ad- 
vance applied to the long price or to the net 
prices. After the advance the prices quoted by 
corroders, although differing somewhat, amount- 
ed to the same thing. Thus, one corroder named 
Théo as his long price, and allowed discounts of 


in the light of subsequent events it would ap- 
pear that this opinion was well grounded. Dur- 
ing the first three weeks of September there was 
no appreciable change in the position. In the 
earlier day there was some tendency toadvance, 
but it came to nothing, owing to a want of uni- 
form action on the part of corroders. During 
the closing week the market became firmer, 
owing to an advance in pig lead. The demand 
for lead in oil, which during the earlier days of 
the month had been moderately active was now 
slow, but corroders having small stocks, were not 
anxious sellers. They refused bids of 7!gc net, 
but it was thought probable that they would 
shade 734c net for their largest customers. Dry 
lead was very scarce, and though wanted to 
some extent buyers were not prepared to pay 
the prices demanded for the small lots procu- 
rable. Corroders, generally, demanded 7c net, 
but would have accepted 634@67éc. There was 
no out-of-town lead, either dry or in oil, offering 
in this market. Throughout October the de- 
mand for lead in oil was moderate, buyers shows 
ing no disposition to contract, but took only 
such lots as their immediate wants necessitated. 
At the beginning of the month there was a good 
deal of talk of advancing prices, but like other 
such attempts it ended in failure. There wasa 
steadier feeling, however, notwithstanding a de- 
cline in the pigmetal. The ruling prices during 
the month were 7igc less 2 per cent. to large 
buyers, and 7}<c less 144 per cent. to smaller cus- 
tomers. For dry there was little inquiry, but as 
there was not much on offer prices remained 
steady at 634@60%%c. There was no Western lead 
offering here, Western corroders and grinders 
finding a better outlet for their product else- 
where. November opened with an irregular 
market for white lead, owing to the unsettled 
market for the pigmetal, and, although the lat- 
ter became firmer during the second week, there 
was no improvement in the position of the carbon- 
ate. There was not much doing in ground lead, 
but there was sufficient demand to absorb the 
current production, leaving no surplus in corro- 
ders’ hands. There was no change hii quotations 
sellers still naming 7}¢c net, allowing discounts 
of 1}6 to 2}6 per cent according to size of order. | 
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City dry. was still quoted at 64@67éo, but some 
western was offered here at 6440 without, how- 
ever, finding buyers. The unsettled feeling in 
the ground lead market previously noticed be- 
came more marked during the third week of the 
month. Some corroders named 7c as the long 
price, while others fixed upon 7!4c, and one cor- 
roder issted a circular under Jate of Nov. 14, in 
which he stated that from that day until further 
notice his ground whitelead would be invoiced 
at 7440 per lb, subject to-such discount in settle- 
ment as should make his net price as low as that 
of other New York corrodcrs. The discounts 
allowed by the other corroders varied from 14@ 
24 per cent according to buyer and quantity. 
There was not much out-of town lead in oil on 
this market, but the offerings of western dry 
were free and the holders seemed more inclined 
to meet the views of buyers. The latter, how- 
ever, were nut inclined to buy, although 6440 
would have been accepted for some lots City 
corroders were not endeavoring to push sales of 
dry and refused to sell at less than 634c net. 
Toward the end ofthe month a firmer feeling de- 
veloped and_ selling prices. were more 
uniform. Corroders generally quoted 73c less 
14%@246 per cent according to time of pay- 
ment and size of order, but large buyers 
found no difficulty in making purchases at 7c 
net. Western dry was still freely offered at 6c, 
but the holders were not so willlag to accept 
64c asthey had previously been, and bids of 
that figure for certain brands were nvariably re- 
fused. City dry remained scarce and firm at 
6%c. At the beginning of December the demand 
forlead in oil showed marked improvement. 
Buyers had held off looking fora break in the 
price of the pig metal and a consequent decline 
in white lead, but finding there was little or no 
probability of a change in their favor, they man- 
fested moredisposition to meet the views of 
corroders. The demand could not be called 
active, but there was a steady business doing 
which continued for two weeks, after which the 
market became quiet and remained in that con- 
dition up to the close. There was no change in 
prices, the market remaining steady ot 7@7}éc 
net according to quantity. Small sales of dry 
were made, from time to time, at 6l4c, but the 
nominal quotation was 634c, and there was no 
disposition to accept less except on special 
orders from regular customers. All the cheap 
lots of Western lead were withdrawn, and at the 
close there was little or nothing offering here.

Annual Review of the Varnish Market. 


The trade in varnishes during the past year has 
been an exceptionally good one on all sides. 
With the exception of the first part of the year 
manufacturers throughout the country have all 
been busy, and large quantities of varnish have 
accordingly beenin demand. Furniture grades 
have been in steady request for home account, 
and melters have been unusually busy filling 
orders, while carriage and railway goods have 
received a degree of attention which was scarce- 
ly anticipated early in the year. Japans and 
low grade goods are reported by dealers as 
wanted to an extent far in excess of the previous 
year, and ahead of expectations. Prices through- 
out the year have been very firm, and several 
advances have occurred at intervals, owing to 
the constantly increasing cost of raw materials, 
but melters are still inclined to complain that 
prices are not proportionate to the high cost of 
turpentine and oil. The competition with adul- 
terated goods has been sharp, in some cases 
amounting to a sacrifice of profits; but generally 
reputable houses prefer to let their goods stand 
on their merits, and avoid this species of compe- 
tition. The export trade in varnishes and japans 
has been especially gratifying, and the business 
is largely in excess of 1880. Our goods now find 
their way into all the principal parts of the world 
and are received with universal favor, securing 
premiums in some instances over the best foreign 
makes. ‘The imports for the year are only 
about one third the quantity of the exports, and 
prices more nearly conform than tormerly. The 
outlook for the coming year should give encour- 
agement to all melters, as it promises from pres- 
ent indications to equal if not exceed the one 
just past. The demand will unquestionably be 
large, and gcod prices should be realized. Fol- 
lowing is summary of the vear’s business: 


At the opening of the year varnish was quiet, 
and only small sales for immediate wants were 
making. In exports there was a fair trade. 
Prices were firm owing to the strong position of 
gums and turpentine. Large stocks were in 
manufacturers’ hands, and there was a disposi- 
tion to reduce noticed about the middle of Janu- 
ary, when a large buyer could have obtained 
considerable reauctions. Towards the close of 
the month more inquiry prevailed, which occa- 
sioned a propertionate stiffening in prices 
Though few large lots were sold for immediate 
delivery, considerable was done in futures, and 
exports showed considerable advance over a 
similar time in the previous year, especially in 
can lots. The first part of February showed no 
marked change in the situation. About the 
third week the Government seized the lot of 
shellac varnish which had been imported by 
Messrs. Harty & Co., of Canada, and the cunse- 
quence was a stiffening in shellacs. Following 
this, trade commenced to improve, and at the 
close of the month a good business was in pro- 
gress at firm figures. March opened strong, with 
a fair business passing, furniture goods being 
particularly in request. Other grades, however, 
were not as active, owing to the depressed state 
of trade throughout the country. Prime goods 
suffered from competition with cheap adultera- 
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tions offered at incredibly low figures. Buyers’ 
figures were much below those of melters, and 
the latter were not inclined to meet them. To- 
ward the close of the month the demand im- 
proved for all grades, and full prices were pald. 
Exports were largely in excess of the imports, 
b**” "wi trade was reported considerably less 
t. -scsor the same period last year. April opened 
with business of a jobbing nature and demands 
for immediate consumption. City trade was 
good, can goods seeming to be in greater re 
quest. Melters at this time were thoroughly 
stocked, and tanks were full. No change oc. 
curred during the month, which closed with a 
slightly improved trade at firmer figures. In 
May business commenced steadily to improve, 
inquiries being more general from all parts of the 
country, and a better quality of goods being 
taken. Prices remained firm. It was noticeable 
that an improved quality of goods was being 
asked for, especially for export. The weakness 
in turpentine seemed to have no effect in the 
market, as melters had been offering goods at 
about as low figures as business would warrant. 
Some dealers reported a large trade at the open- 
ing of June, but others were inclined to com 
plain. Can lots moved quite freely, and there 
were increased sales for export account, As the 
month progressed, the demand for all grades im- 
proved, and prices were without change. Melt- 
ers were reported working up to their full 


capacity. The improved tone continued through- 
out the month, and at the close there was no dis- 
position on the part of dealers to complain. The 
prices of spirits, gums and oil had helped to 
keep nrices firm, and no concessions from pub- 
lished rates were noted on prime goods. 

The warm weather during July, had a tendency 
to somewhat restrict business, but still a fair 
trade was reported. The advancing cost of 
gums and spirits continued to give a firm tone to 
the market, and melters were much more con- 
servative in their views. Large quantities of low 
grade goods were reported as moving toward 
the end of the month, and more inquiry prevailed 
for can goods. Extra No. 1 furniture, and 
white shellac were reported a trifle easier at the 
close, and prices generally were low but firm. 
August opened well and melters were in some 
instances crowded to fill orders, furniture grade« 
being principally in request. Export demands 
were large, and there was a stiffening tendency 
to prices. Heavy orders were reported at this 
time from the West, but there was a fair general 
distribution of trade. There was a very active 
market at the end of the month, and some mak- 
ers were reported as behind in their orders. 
Turpentine continued to advance, and prices 
were therefore firmly maintained. The first 
week in September showed somewhat less busi- 
ness, principally in exports, but fires were kept 
constantly burning, melters hoping to accumu- 
late stock for a large prospective trade. An ad- 
vance occurred about the middle of the month, 
owing to the increased cost of crude material, 
and 10% was generally added to the old figures. 
The advance did not seem to check business, as 
large orders were constantly received, many for 
future delivery. The scarcity of water inthe 
manufacturing districts had the tendency to re- 
strict consumption, and this complaint, together 
with the protracted hot weather, continued 
throughout the month. Toward the close there 
was an unsettled feeling noticed, owing to fur- 
ther advances in raw material, anda material 
increase in values was talked of, but no house 
seemed willing to take the initiative in sucha 
movement, although all complained of the un- 
profitableness of the business. Throughout Oc- 
tober there was no material change to note. 
The demand continued good, with the exception 
of Eastern trade, which, owing to a continua- 
tion of the drought, was somewhat restricted. 
Large export orders were booked, and there was 
a growing inquiry for better grades noticed. The 
drought was relieved about the first of Novem- 
ber. allowing furniture manufacturers in the 
affected districts to resume work. Carriage 
goods were also very freely taken, both for home 
and foreign account. Prices remained wi:hout 
change, and although oil and turpentine were 
still further advanced. The situation remained 
unaltered throughout the month, although an 
advance was predicted toward the close. Many 
makers reported a business far in excess of the 
same month the year previous, and no diminu- 
ition of inquiry. The past month has been one 
of continued activity, both for immediate con- 
sumption andin future contracts, the volume of 
business done being in excess of the highest esti- 
mates made at the opening. The open weather 
has undoubtedly had a large influence upon the 
protracted consumption, facilitating outdoor 
work and continuing the demand for manufac- 
tured goods. Makers of sleighs are of course 
complaining of the slight demand for their 
goods, and the effect of this depression will be 
felt in varnishes later in the season. A material 
advance in prices has occurred during the 
month, and we have largely altered our quota- 
tions on medium and low grades, high class goods 
however are without change. The high figures 
demanded for turpentine and oil, and thestiffen- 
ing noticed in the gum market, keep quotations 
very firm, and strong prices are probable for the 
future. The year closes very satisfactorily, and 
if the ensuing one is as propitious, melters can- 
not be otherwise than satisfied. 
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Market. 
Window glass at the beginning of the 


year under review was dull and inactive, 
prices being relatively lower here than 
abroad. Importation was therefore re- 
stricted and sales were notsought. French 
quoted at 50@50 and 10 discount and 
American 60 and 10@60 and 20. Plate 
was quiet but firm at 50 per cent discount 
on French and English and 50 and 10 on 
American. Heavy storms greatly impeded 
transportation to the West about the mid- 
dle of January and French sheet declined 
to 50 and 15and American to 60 and 20. 
The Western Window Glass Association 
met at Chicago on the 15th, and at the 
same time an association to be know» as 
the Western Window Glass Jobbers’ Asso- 
ciation was formed nat place. There 
was a heavy stock of English plate on the 
spot, but French was light. Toward the 
close of the month the market for sheet be- 
came very demoralized, Stocks were 
heavy and dealers anxious to realize, which 
combined with the bad transportation 
facilities, had a depressing effect on the 
market and prices became merely nomi- 
nal, dependiug upon the size of orders. 
Dealers were all sonfident of a heavy 
spring business. It would have been 
difficult to name a price on a large orde1 
for plate, the same depression which was 
affecting sheet, having seized it. ‘I'ne first 
week in February there was an advance of 
5 per cent: in French sheet, and strong 
indications of a further rise, due to more in- 
quiry, better prices a nd short stocks abroad. 
This, however, did not affect American, 
which remained steady. ‘Trade improved 
somewhat, and more inquiry was noticed, 
stock throughout the country was 
reported very scarce. Shipments 
continued to be greatly delayed by 
the weather. Many plate factories, 
both French and English, were shut 
down waiting for better prices. About the 
15th a general advance occurred in French 
sheet, which, however, did not affect 
American. Many orders towards the close 
of the month were placed in both grades 
for future delivery, but plate continued in- 
active. March showed an advacing market 
for sheet, although but little immediate 
business was doing. French quoted at 50 
and 10. Philadelphia manufacturers also 
met and advanced prices 5 percent. The 
expected spring improvement was slow in 
making its appearance, and dealers com- 
plained of small business. All trade wes 
confined to the immediate vicinity, as far 
off buyers were not in the market. At the 
close of the month more business was re- 
ported, and an improvement occurred in 
plate, accompanied by a stiffening in price. 
All dealers quoted 40 and 10 per cent. dis- 
count. In April Philadelphia manufactur- 
ers met and advanced prices to 60 and 20, 
but the position was not strenuously ad- 
hered to, and a decline occurred later in 
month. The weather was still unsettled, 
and only predictions to future trade could 
be had. Plate was quiet and firm at the 
advance. Prices at the beginning of May 
were weaker, owing to the absence of de- 
mand. The combination price on plate 
was broken about this time, and 50 and 10 
and 5 was freely quoted on all grades, but 
no settled prices prevailed. The decline, 
however, did not actively stimulate inquiry, 
and only small lots went forward, About 
the 10th some American sheet dealers 
quoted 70 and 10, but this was not general, 
70 being the usual figures asked. Trans- 
actions, however, were not large, but ag- 
gregated considerable in all yraues. The 
prices for imported plate were lower than 
the goods could be laid down for in this 
market. Deulers gave up hope of the large 
business which had been predicted, but 
were atiJl firm in their views, as stocks in 
hand and at the factories were light, and 
there was no indication of a necessity for 
reduction in order to induce sales. Some 
dealers at the opening of June réported an 
increased business, and some large orders 
going forward, but others were complain- 
ing. Nearly all American manufacturers 
put out their fires not toresume blast until 
September. A reduction of blowers’ wages 
was announced to take place at that time. 
Plate glass remained unchanged, trade 
being only fair. About the 15th the sheet

The de- 
mand for French increased in spite of the 
advance in price, and toward the close of 
the month an active business was in pro- 
gress for both American and French. No 
change had occurred in plate, and 50 
and 10 and 5 was the quoted price 
at the opening of July, with only 
& moderate business in progress. 
Most of the factories at this time were 
blown outand little news was to be ob- 
tained from that quarter. Business in 
sheet continued quiet, with no change in 
discounts, although further stiffening was 
reported in French on the other side, 
Stocks were moderately full, but small 
sizes began to be reported scarce. Ameri- 
can was firmly held. There was a slightly 
improved demand for plate noticed, prin- 
cipally on contract, large buyers for im- 
mediate wants being few. Stocks were 
somewhat reduced, English being the 
only grade in full supply. About the 
middle of the month the National Window 
Glass Makers’ Association held theirannual 
meeting at Coney Island. Toward the 
close of the month sheet glass of all kinds 
became very scarce, and fears were enter~ 
tained that the supply would be insuffi- 
cient to meet the demand; 60 & 20 was the 
best which would be accepted for Ameri- 
can onthis market, but 70 was offered 

throughout the State; 50 & 10 &5 was 

quoted for French, though the latter was 

reported to be shaded by some to large 

buyers. The demand from country con- 

sumers was limited, but sash manufactur- 

ers were heavy purchasers. The last week 

in the month 60 was freely quoted 

on French. There was a better in- 

quiry for plate, but discounts were without 

change. The beginning of August showed 

a still further decline, and 60 and 23¢ was 

named on French sheet and 70 on Ameri- 

can. This wag due, however, to compe- 

tition, and not an overplus of stocks, which 

continued light. Many American makers 

refused to sell at the figures named, anda 

large quantity of French found its way into 

the West in consequence, Most dealers 

and manufacturers refused to make con- 

tracts for September delivery at ruling 

rates, as higher prices were confidently 

predicted. About the middle of the 

month the convention of manufacturers 

and workmen was held at Pittsburg, 

and a satisfactory basis of wages adopted. 

As building progressed the demand from 

consumers and small dealers beeame 
greater, and a consequent stiffening in 
price ensued. This was occasioned also 
by better reports from abroad. Belgian 
makers held a meeting and agreed to con- 
solidate and run fewer furnaces. Near the 
end of the month American double thick 
was Virtually removed from the market,and 
stocks generally were much reduced; 60 & 
20@70 continued, however, to be the 
ruling figures, owing to the high cost of 
French. Lockouts occurred in New Jersey 
and were threatened in other sections, 

Heavy contracts were placed for future de- 
livery. Plate, throughout the month, re- 
mained without material change, and busi- 
ness steadily increased up to the close both 
for consumptive account and for future de- 
livery. Discounts continued 50 & 10@50 
&15. September opened with an active 
demand for sheet, but discounts were un- 
changed. The different State Associations 
came to amicable arrangements with the 
workmen and business was generally re. 
sumed. Stocks of all grades were light 
and much broken up. Furnaces were 
preparing to go into blast, Many 
predictions of- higher prices were 
made, but it seemed to realize 
this desideratum. Plate became stronger 
about the middle of the month, 
and 50 &5 was named by most holders, 
Toward the close dealers reported a slight- 
ly decreased inquiry for sheet for prompt 
delivery, but contracts continued to be 










































































































































freely taken at firm figures. Most ‘far-| 
maces got into blast about this time. The 
fast week in the month twelve Pittsburgh 
manufacturers advanced the price on 
American to 60 &10 &50n single and 70 
on double. A similar advance occurred in 
other sections. French continued firm at 
50&10 £5, buta plump bid of 60 would 
secure a large lot. Another 6 per cent was 
dropped from the quotation on French 
and 50 was generally named, Demand 
was active and dealers were unable in some 
instances to fill orders. The first week in 
October showed a continuation of the ac- 
tive demand for sheet, although it was not 
uptoexpectations. There was no better- 
ing of the condition of stocks, which re- 
mained much broken tp. American plate 
factories reported a demand far in excess 
of their ability to fill. Contracts for sheet, 
made during the reign of low prices, were 
largely ealled for and dealers experienced 
some difficulty in filling. The call for 
American kept furnaces working to their’ 
fall capacity. French discounts abroad 
advanced toward the close to 68 per cent, 
equivalent to 8 per cent over former 
figures. Receipts of plate became 
light and stocks were in consequence much 
reduced. Prices, however, remained station. | 
ary. Astrike among Pittsburgh workmen 
~ was precipitated at the close of the month 
and an advance demanded, which occa- 
sioned a general lockout. Prices of 
French were in consequence put up to 50, 
and 5 percent better on large orders was 
about the best that would be done. Now 
York manufacturers also advrnced prices 
to 60 and 10 and on spot 60 and 20 was the 
best offered. The inability of importers 
of French to fill orders continued, desir- 
able sizes being very scarce. The first 
week in November the strike was ended, 
the manufacturers not having acceded to 
the demands of the workmen. Some cut- 
ting of prices on French was reported on 
this market, and 50 and 10 was quoted on 
large orders. Plate continued in active 
demand at firm prices, 50 being the out- 
side figure. About the middle of the 
month the dealers and importers here held 
a meeting and resolved not to sell goods 
f. o. b., but to charge cartege at the rate of 
50c for 16 boxes or under and 3c for each 
additional amount. Old contracts were 
being rapidly closed out and the price 
was firmly maintained at 50 and 10 and 5, 
as the assortment was much broken. The 
high price of glass abroad prohibited a 
lirge importation at paying figures,and for- 
eign makers were not anxious for Ameri- 
eon trade, as they had a large home con- 
sumption. 

American still quoted at 60 £10@60 & 20, 
with a heavy demand upon the resources 
of the factories. Plate underwent another 
adyance and 40 & 10 was generally named, 
the advance being precipitated by the 
shortness of stocks and the continued de- 
mand. The general scarcity of desirable 
sizes of sheet was stiil noticed the last 
week 1n the month, and 50 & 10 was gen- 
erally named on French, but sales were 
made at 50 £10 &5. American was steady 
and in good demand. At Pittsburg busi- 
ness slackened somewhat but prices were 
firm. The past month has shown no ma- 
terial change in the situation. The de- 
mand has continued fair, and most dealers 
have been busy on old contracts, the open 
winter thus far facilitating building to an 
unusual extent. The scarcity of spot 
stocks continued, and orders were filled 
with difficulty. Prices abroad are very 
high and much above the views of buyers. 
American factories have been in full opera- 
tion and prices firm, but the demand has 
much slackened off. Foreign munnufac- 
turers of plate agreed during the month to 
advance prices 14 per cent, but this action 
was followed by no changt on this side. 
The demand was somewhat lessened and 
stocks fuller toward the close. The pros- 
pcts forthe enaving year are good for an 
early spring trade.

Reminiscences of the Paint Trade in 
New York.

Mr. Smith was born in Broadway, opposite 
the City Hall Park, at the timo that portion 
of the city was devoted to dwelling houses, 
He was a son of Jotham Smith, the largest 
retail dry goods house of the time, which 
bore the same relation to thaf trade as 
Stewart’s does to that of the present day. 
Mr. J. Lee Smith had been brought up 
without knowledge of the paint trade, but 
as that business then presented induce- 
ments to a young man starting out in life, 
Mr. Smith, in 1840, opened a small store in 
Canal street, near West Broadway, where 
he began a retail business in paints and 
glass. His first day’s business was not en- 
couraging. He had hired a cart and gone 
down town to lay in his stock, a couple of 
barrels of Venetian red, a few tubs of 
putty, &c., and brought them to his store. 
When he had got them there, he sat look- 
ing at his little outfit, hardly knowing 
what to do with it. He had hardly an idea 
of what goods were necessary to complete 
his stock, and in fact was utterly ignor:nt 
of the existence of some of the most indis- 
pensable things. By and by a few cus- 
tomers dropped in, and at the close of the 
first day he found that the net resultof his 
sales was $1 83. Gradually becoming ac- 
customed to his position, he found things 
were running more smoothly, but still he 
was frequently embarrassed by his lack of 
knowledge of the different goods employea 
by the consuming trade. As an instance 
of his ignorance in this regard, he relates 
an anecdote showing how he worked to 
gain'a knowledge of an article he had not 
previously known. ‘‘One day,” said Mr. 
Smith, ‘‘a painter came into my store, and 
inquired if I had any Datch metal. ‘Dutch 
metal,’ thinks I,‘I never heard of it before. 
I wonder what it’s like anyhow?’ To his 
first inquiry I returned no answer, and 


pretended that I had not heard it, but; 


when he repeated his question I had to 
give an answer, and replied that I was out 
of Dutch metal. All the time [kept think- 
ing, ‘what is the stuff? Is it a powder or 
solid? ‘But’, I thought, ‘I must find out 
from this man what itis.’ So I began by 
asking how trade was with him, and 
finally, by a question dropped now and 
then, learned that he did a good deal of 
sign painting in which he used a consid- 
erable quantity of Dutch metal, Still I 
was not able to find out what form it came 
in until lasked him where he had bought 
his last lot and what he had paid for it. To 
these questions he replied by naminga 
prominent jobbing house, and stating that 
the metal had cost him $6 25 per pack, ‘O, 
you paid too much for it; I'll sell you 
some al $5 75,’ I said at a venture, though 
[ hadn’t the first idea where I conld get 
the article or what it cost. I was deter- 
mined to sell to this man, however, and so 
asked, ‘How much do you want? ‘Five 
packs,’ he said, When he bad gone I put 
on my hat and went in search of the metal. 
I happened to rememberafricnd named 
Meyer, a German importer, who would be 
likely to have what I was seeking. Going 
to his placeI greeted him with the inquiry, 
‘Have you any Dutch metal?’ ‘Yes,’ he 
replied, ‘and I-wish I hadn’t. I can’t sell! 
the stuff!’ ‘How much have you go:?’ I 
asked. ‘About fifteen packs,’ he said 
pointing toa pile of small books on a ta- 
ble near by. I went over and cxamined it, 
turning over the leaves of one or two 
books, and, although I didn’t know 
whether it was good, bad or indifferent, 
expressing as my opinion that I thought it 
not very good. ‘What will you take for 
the lot?’ I asked in an indifferent manner. 
‘$4 50.’ ‘O, it isn’t worth it. I'll give you 
$3 50." So the bargain was closed; so I 
picked up my purchase and returned to 
usy store having gained all I then cared to 
know about Dutch metul. I made my 
sale to my firgt customer for Dutch metal, 
and kept his trade for many years after- 
ward.” At the end of his second year in 
the trade, Mr. Smith found himself in 
possession of a prosperous business, hav- 
ing by this time branched out into whole. 
sale dealings. In 1843 he took Mr. John 
Fream in with him, and established the 
firm of Smith & Fream. The partnership 
only lasted one year, at the expiration of 
which Mr. Smith formed a connection with 
Messrs. A. W. Morgan and G. L. Walker, 


branch of the business is Mr. J. Lee Smith. | under the firm name of Morgan, Walker & 
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Smith at 82 John atreet. This concern de- 
voted its attention entirely to the whole- 
sale trade, dealing largely in all classes of 
paints and colors, as well as in glass. 
Finding their quarters ion John street were 
too small for theit rapidly-growing busi- 
ness, the firm removed to 48 Cliff street 
and continued there until 1818, when, 
upon the death of Mr. Walker, the style 
was changed to Morgan & Smith. No fur- 
ther change occurred until March, 1864, 
when Mr. Morgan withdrew to embark in 
the glass business, taking in his nephew, 
Mr. Prentice, and Messrs. George Kuowl- 
ton and H, 3. Ward, forming the firm of 
A. W. Morgan & Oo. Mr. J. Lee Smith

tinued the wholesale paint and color busi- 
ness at 92 Beekman street. In IS68, a 
second son, Mr. Oricon B. Smith, entered 
the firm,and the senior member accepted 
the presidency of tbe St, Nicholas Bank, 
though he did not retire from the firm, 
which continued as J. Lee Smith & Co. In 
1872 the building, No. 226 Pearl street, was 
secured by the firm, who by this time had 
become large importers of colors, and 
later changed tothe importing trade en- 
tirely, being then and now the only house 
in the paint trade exclusively engaged in 
importing all kinds of paints and coiors, 
having extensive connections with English 
and Continental manufacturers. In 1878, 
Mr. Jotham Smith died, and the business 
was continued by the father and second 
son at 86 Beekman street, the present loca- 
tion. In July, 1881,Jey Lee, a younger 
son, was admitted to the firm, now con- 
sisting of J. Lee, Orison B. and Jay Lee 
Smith, the title remaining J. Lee Smith 
& Co. 

Mr. Daniel Wadsworth came from To- 
ledo, O., in 1852, to establish himself in 
the oil business in this city. With his 


brother, Mr. Decius Wadsworth, he formed 
the firm of Wadsworth & Co. and began 
the manufacture of rosin oil, at that time 
one of the principal lubricants, being : 


largely as a subsii(ute for, and also in con- 
nection with, sperm oil. ‘Their factory 
wasio Stamford, Conn., and their store 
and office at the corner of Pearl and Cedar 
sireets, this city. The manufacture of 
rosin oil was continued until the advent of 
petroleum, in 1859, and even to a later 
date; but, after the war broke out, rosins 
became so scarce and the prices went so 
high that the manufactare of the oil be- 
came unprofitable, and Wadsworth & Co. 
abandoned it to embark in the refining of 
petroleum burning and Inbricating oils, 
at their works in Stamford, at the 
same time removing their stores and offices 
to 297 Pearlstreet, where their successors 
are now located. At about the same period 
that they began the refining of petroleum, 
Messrs. Wadsworth & Co. commenced the 
manufacture of paints and colors, admit- 
ting Mr. William Sizer, who had been su- 
perintendent of the New Jersey Zinc Com- 
pany. The firm then changed to Wads- 
worth, Sizer & Co. They built a factory, 
a comparatively small affair, in the por- 
tion of Brooklyn then known as Williams- 
burgh. Shortly after the formation of 
this co-partnership, about 1864, the East 
Tennessee Zinc Works was organized, and 
Mr. Sizer withdrew to take charge of these 
works. The firm of Wadsworth, Martinez 
& Longman was then formed by the ad 
mission of Messrs. Aristides Martinez and 
Walter Longman. The new firm immedi- 
ately took steps to introduce their goods 
in foreign markets, fee'ing confident that 
American products could successfully 
compete with foreign manufactures. By 
personal communication with oonsum- 
ers in foreign countries this firm has 
built up a large export trade, principally 
with Spanish speaking countries, which, 
aithough it has entailed the outlay of a 
large sum, has more than repaid the trouble 
and expense to which the firm has been 
put. By their effort they have demonstrated 
the fact thet American goods, properly 
handled, will be readily taken in preference 
to those of foreign manufacture, the style 
of packing particularly, being one import- 
ant point in their favor. About four years 
#go Messrs. Wadsworth, Martinez &.Long- 
man edded the manutacture of varnishes 
to their other enterprises... Their domestic! 
trade bas more than kept pace with thejr; 


export business, and has necessitated 4 
large increase in the size of their works ip 
Brooklyn. All of the old buildings, with 
the exception of one brick structure, haye 
been torn down, and in their places have 
been erected brick factories, the-works now 
covering a space 75x200 feet, bounded by 
Sixth, N. Ninth and N. Tenth streets, 


In 1846 Mr. Theo Swartz began the man. 
ufacture of Paris green in a factory in 47th 
street, when that locality was an open 
field. He was the first maker of the 
article in this country, and did a large 
trade. In fact, so profitable was his busi. 
ness, that Mr. F. A. Sittag. the gentleman 
who succeeded him, paid a royalty of 
$25,000 on the business, exclusive of stock 
and fixtures. This would now be consid- 
ered an insignificant amount, but in those 
days $25,000 was a large sum, and a man 
with such a capital was rated almost ag 
wealthy as a millionaire of to-day. Mr, 
Edward Hore, who was employed by Mr, 
Swartz in his factory in 47th street, and 
who continued with Mr. Sittag, bought out 
the latter gentleman in 1852, and, together 
with his nephew, Mr. H. W. Hore, con- 
tinued the business of manufacturing Paris 
green in a fectory in Jacob street, whither 
Mr. Swartz had removed just previous to 
selling out to Mr. Sitteg. Two years later 
Messrs. Edward and H. W. Hore estab- 
lishcd the American Paint and Color Works, 
putting up a factory on ground belonging 
to them in Water street, near Pike. They 
then began the manutacture of @ general 
line of paints and colors, which they con- 
tinued after they had removed their works, 
in 1858, to Wykoff street, Brooklyn. In 
the meantime they added the grinding of 
paints and colors to the other branch of 
their business. In 1867 they removed to 
East 23d street, near Ist avenue, New York, 
where they devoted their attention exclu- 
sively tothe manufacture of colors, Mr, 
J.P. Barnett was that year admitted to the 
firm, and the business was continued 
under the old name until 1870, when they 
removed to Williamsburg, erecting a fac- 
tory in North 11th street, and adopted the 
title of Williamsburg Chemical and Color 
Company. Here they continued the man- 
ufactura of dry colors, and also began 
grinding pulp colors, being the first to pre 
pare turkey red, in pulp form, for wall 
paper and other paper manufacturers’ use, 
Three years ago they resumed the grinding 
of colors in oil,and also began the prepara- 
tion of ‘ready mixed” paints. They have 
since their siart been a progressive house, 
introducing many novelties, and were the 
first to manufacture the vermilion now s0 
populir, known as artificial vermilion. 
Last year the title “ Williamsburg Chemical 
and Color Company” was dropped, and the 
firm name, Hore, Barnett & Co., substi- 
tuted, the firm at present consisting of 
Messrs. Edward Hore, J. P. Barneit, and 
Chas. E. Wore, a son of the senior member, 
who was admitted in 187). 

Messrs. Heineman Bros. in 1841 builta 
factory in West ‘Twenty-eighth sireet, and 
began the manufacture of colors, giving 
their attention largely tu the production of 
greens, yellows and blues. In 1858 one of 
the brothers died, and the other, associat- 
ing with himself a Mr. Negbauer, contin- 
ued the business until 1st6 under the 
name of Heineman & Negbauer. The 
junior partner then retired, and the name 
of the business was continued by Heine 
man & Co., Mr, Heineman, his nephew, 
Mr. S. Heineman, and Me. Daniel Steiner, 
who was the chemist and foreman in the 
works of the old firm, forming the new 
concern. Their factory had, in the mean- 
time, been removed to Brooklyn, at ihe 
corner of Gold and Tillary streets. In 
1575 the Heinemans retired,and Mr Steiner 
and his brother-in-law, Mr. S. Adler, con- 
tinued the business as D. Stcinir & Co, In 
t:e following year, Mr. Steiner, having ac- 
cumulated a fortune, retired from business, 
and Mr. Adler and his son,I Richard, 
continued asS. Adler & Son. In 1880 the 
present firm was ‘ormed by the admission 
of his two younger sons, Albeit and Millard 
F. The offices and store now occupied by 
them was taken by S Adler & Son in 1879, 
previous to which they were located in 
Fulton strect. The ‘works ia Brooklyn 
have trom time to time been enlarged to 
accommodate their increasing busindss, 
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and now cover a apacs 140x120 feat. They 
still make a specialty of greens and yel- 
lows, but in addition manufactures gon- 
eral line of colors, both dry and ground in 
oil. 

Mr. Meyer Sondheim, who was with the 
firm of Henry Benda & Co. from his boy- 
hood, and who was _ subsequently 
secretary and treasurer of the Ansbucher 
Manufacturing Company during the five 
yeirs of its existence, after severing his 
connection with the latter concern in 1879, 
embarked in the glue business, opening a 
store and warehouse at 178 Pearl st. In 
J nuary, 188), he formed a copartnership 
with Mr M. Alsberg, a practical color man- 
ufacturer,un ler the firm title of Sondheim 
& A'sbers. A three-story factory, 170x50 
fest, was built in Brooklyn, at the corner 
of Bcidgeand Piymouth sts, and the man- 
u‘acture of colors commenced. Their 
specialties sinse the start have been quick- 
silver vermilion, carmines and blues, in 
which they have built una large trade, 
additions to their works are about to be 
mate. About year arco Mr. J. M Schloss 
was admitted t» the firm, the name chang- 
ing to Sondhiem, Alsberg & Co.

Chinese Method of Manufacturing Ver- 
milion.* 
BY HUGH MACCALLIM. 

There are three vermilion works in Hong 
Kong, the method of manufacture being 
exictly the same in each. The largest 
works consume about six thousand bottles 
of mercury annually, and it was in this 
one that the following operations were wit- 
nes.el : — 

First Step'—A large, very thin iron pan, 
containing a weighed quantity, about 14 
pounds, of sulphur, is placed over a slow 
fire, ani two-thirds of a buttle of mercury 
is a lied ; a8 soon as the sulphur begins to 
melt the mix-ure is vigorously stirred with 
aa iron stirrer until it assumes a black pul- 
verulent uppearance with some melted sul- 
plur floitiog on the surface ; it is then re- 
moved from the fire and the remainder of 
tha bottle of mercury added, the whol» 
well stirred. A little water is now poured 
over the mass, which rapidly cools it; the 
pan is immediately emptied, when it is 
again ready for the next batch. The whole 
operation does not last more than ten 
mioutes. The resulting black powder is 
not a definite sulphide, as uncombined 
mercury can be seen throughout the whole 
inass; beside-, the quantity of sulphur 
used is much in excess of the amount re- 
quir-d to form mercuric sulphide. 

Second Step.—The black powder obtained 
in the first stsp is placed in a semi-hemis- 
pherical iron pan, built in with brick, 
and having oa fir place beneath, covered 
over with broken pieces of porcelaia. 
Thos ara built up in a loose porns man- 
ner, so as to fill aaother semi-hamispheri- 
eal iron pan, which is then placed over 
tho fixe1 oneand securely luted with clay, a 
lirzs stone bein, placed on the top of it to 
assist in keeping itin its place. The fire 
is then lightel ant kept up for sixteen 
hours. The whole is then allowed to cool 
Whe 1 the top paris removed the vermil- 
ion, tog:ther with the greater part of the 
brokea porcelain, is attached to it in a co- 
hereut mass, which is eisily separated into 
its component parts. The surfacesof the 
verwilion which were attached to the por- 
celain, have a browuish red and a polished 
appewranoce, the broken surfaces being 
s)mewhat brighter and crystalline. 

Third Slep.—Tbe sublimed mass obtained 
in the secon] step is pounded in a mortar 
to a coarse powder, and then ground with 
watet between two ston34, somewhat after 
the manner of grinding cora. The result- 
ing seni-flaid mass is trausferred to large 
vats of water,and allowed to settle, the 
sap-roatant water removed, and the sedi- 
meat dried at ag ntte heat; wren dry, it 
is agiin powdered, passed through a sieve 
and is then fit for ths market.

grms. of the manure, and treats with ba- 
ryta water. Tuen, aftera long boiling, at 
least half an hour, to expel ammonia and 
eliminate phosphoric and sulphuric acids, 
a current of carbonic acid is passed into it 
for half an hour. After boiiing, to de- 
compose the bicarbonates, it is let settle, 


and the analysis is completed by filtering 
as inthe former osse.—M A. Rousselot in 
Bullelin de lu Societe Chimique de Paris, 
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Bully-Tree Gum. 

This gum, the hardened juice of Sapota 
Muelleri Bl., also calied balala or luno gum, 
or leche de popa, is much usel by manufuc- 
turers of submarine cables, and also by 
manufacturers of chewing gum. It is also 
called Gum Chicle, and is worth about 18 
to 20 cents per Ib, tuongh it is not a regze 
lar article of trade, so fur as we know. 

In connection with this, we can give an 
interesting extract from a ‘ats report of 
Mr. William C. Burhard, United States 
Consnl at Ruatan, Honduras: 

“The balata gum or tuno, as it is called 
in this country, is prepared from the milk 
of a tree which closely resembles that 
which produces India rubber, and it seems 
to be an intermediary between caoutchouc 
and gutta percha. Large quantities of the 
gum have recently been imported into 
England and Germany, from the wert 
coast of Africa, and it is being successfully 
emp'oyed in the manufacture of submarine 
cables, and for other purposes. Specimens 
of the gum have at different times been 
sent home from this country to the United 
States, but as the process of preparing the 
milk was not known, the specimens were 
black and sticky, and if any experiments 
were made with them by manufacturers, 
they were not sufticiently Satistactory to 
create a demand.

Mould on Olive Oil. 
A very remarkable ani interesting series 


| of researches has been conducted by Herr 


von Teighem. Sometime ago he noticed 
in a bottle of olive oil that was often un- 
corked in a room in which various kinds 
of mould were being cultivated, several 
flocks of mycelia, or spawn of fungi, partly 
partly not. There were two 
kinds, one of which could be grown in 
moist air on slices of potato. Recently he

ments of stems, roots, or leaves, or whole 
plants, or seeds saturated with water were 
placed in olive oil, and kept at a tempe- 
rature of about 77 degs. Fahr. Soon they

The Situation. 


Our esteemed contemporary, the Brad- 
ford Star, prints the following which has 
an encouraging look for future. high prices 
of oil: Fhe situation as viewed from a 
Pittsburger’s standpoint, is about as fol- 
lows: The figures given during the past 
three months, and in fact all that are get-at- 
able, indicate that decreased production 
and increased consumption is at hand. The 
discovery of the Richburg field had the ef- 
fect to bear quotations. But experience has 
enabled those interested to make a better 
estimate and re-apply the old principles 
under the new development of fact. The 


question of whether the rise which began 
recently shall continue and quotations be- 
come permanent at a material advance is 
the one now to be determined. The really 
good territory of Richburg is proven be- 
yond per-adventure to be about five miles 
long by a mile or less in width, a ribbon of 
richness which has recently given indubit- 
able evidence of “‘petering out.” All the 
big wells have been struck within the cir- 
cumseribed limits described. To the north 
of this region, to which point of the com- 
pass the eyes of oil men invariably turn 
from force of habit in the hope of discover- 
ing anew country to develop, the topo- 
graphy is such as to preglude all ressona- 
ble expectation of continuing production 
in its recent volume in that directicn. 

On the other boundaries the region 
feathers out, and for a mile and a half 
southwest none but small wells are to be 
seen mixed in unpleasant contrast with 
dry holes. Where then shall consumers 
look to for supplies? Certainly not with 
reason to big strikes, for they are evidently 
happy hits of the past of petroleum, to be 
remembered with unction when drafts on 
the stock on hand are being made, and 
when pumping wells of modern capacity 
are depended on for supplying the de- 
mand. It is estimated by competent au- 
thority that the production will have de- 
creased the present month to 71,000 barrels 
a day, or about 5,000 barrels. On the other 
side it should be remembered that con- 
sumption is increasing. 

The home demand is 15,000 barrels a 
day, and if Europe uses oil in the same 
proportion as to popuiation, its demand 
should run up to 60,000 barrels. It is not 
at all likely Europe will do any such ex. 
travagant a thing, but as the export will be 
sufficient to render storage in this country 
almost if not auite impossible, the effect, 
in connection with the other considera- 
tions here alluded to, can hardly be else 
than to provide a certain starchiness to 
quotations, that will make producers smile 
benignly on all man and womankind. 
With Bradford declining aud Richburg 
past its palmy days and now dependent on 
aD occasional ‘‘pocket,” the riddle of rates 
in the future does not seem especially dif- 
ficult to read. And when one thinks of 
petroleum production as it has been this 
year, with his considering cap on and his 


0 calculator ready at hand, the size of the 


pile all this oil would make is not so enor- 
mously large as to rival a mountain, It 
could all be contained within a six hundred 
feet cube. While operators are awaiting 
the stiffness predicted they might put in 
the time not disadvantageously chalking 
on the Exchange blackboard some figure 
work to verify or disprove this assertion.

A Dyestuff from the Cotton Plant. 


The value of the cotton plant (Gossypium 
herbaceum) has been increased by the dis- 
covery that the bark of the roots yields a 
promising dyestuff. Mr. W. C. Stach! re- 
ports that when the bark of cotton root is 
exhausted by alcohol of the specific grav- 
ity of 0.84, a dark reddish-brown liquid is 
obtained, which, when distilled to recover 
the spirit, leaves a resinous matter which 
amounts to 8 per cent. of the original 
weight of the bark. The new product 
thus obtained appears black and shining, 
but when pulverized takes the color of 
cochineal. It dissolves in 14 parts of al- 
cohol, 15 parts of chloroform and 122 
parts of benzol. It dissolves also in caus- 
tic alkalies, and is precipitated from these 
solutions by acids. Hydrate of potash 
colors green, Sulphuric acid dissolves it 
with a red-brown color.

Canadian Oil Report. 

The demand for crude continues inactive, with 
no bright indications of any improvement. 
During the week, transactions in the fluid have 
been far from numerous, and values have expe- 
rienced a slight depreciation, $1.40 in tank being 
now the ruling quotation. Everything threatens 
a@ protracted season of slaek demand and low 
values, and experienced operators fail to see an 
opening in the overhanging cloud of depression. 
Refined continues quiet, with quotations at 1644 
@l7c. The heavy import of American fluid this 
season has so loaded the home market that de- 
mand has been deadened, and prices are un- 
stable. About one-half the tools in the territory 
are idle, partly owing to the depreciated vaiue 
of crude, and partly to the bad state of the 
roads.—Petrolia Topie.

Independent Refining Intercsts. 

A reporter of the Cleveland Sunday Sun 
interviewed a prominent independent 
refinor of that city the other day, and the 
views expressed, which we reproduce 
herewith, are of interest. The theory ad- 
vanced by Judge McoMath respecting the 
fature intentions of the Standard ring- 
masters is a new one. 

**How is the oil market,” was asked last 
evening of Judge Jesse H. McMath, now 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Superior 
Oil Company. 

“The oil market, sir,” was the reply, ‘‘is 
firmand thedemand fully exhausts the 
supply; but owing tothe Standard Oil 
monopoly the market has been very much 
depressed.” 

The gentleman was invited to mory 
fully explain the circumstances attending 
the fight now being made against the 
Standard, and he complied as follows:

tively short tims, a number of oil refinér- 
ies have sprung up all over the country 
which do business on their own account 
and which are in no wise connected with 
the Standard. ‘lhese refineries are called 
the ‘Independents.’ Although having a 
common interest, each fights for itself, and 
while of course they all oppose the Stand- 
ard, each one chooses its own mode of op- 
position. In Cleveland there are the fol- 
lowing Independents: Scofield, Shurmer 
& Teagle; Olark Bros & Co.; Superior Oil 
Co.; Forest City Oil Co,; Cleveland Oil 
Refining Co.; Crystal Oil Co.; The Sun 
Oil Co.; Dangler Vapor Stove and Refin- 
ing Co.; J. H. Heisel & Co.; The Lake 
Shore Oil Co.,and the Brooks Oil Co. 
Beside the refineries just named there are 
a number of oil brokers and dealers, such 
the Murray Oil Co., Globe Oil Co., Nation- 
al Oil Co., Mather Oil Co, L. C. Caérran & 
Co., Dietrichs & Frery, and others. Now, 
sir, before the Independents started up, 
the consumers paid 181¢ cents per gallon 
for their lubricating oil. Immediately the 
Standard found opposition they lowered 
the price of oil and continued to do so 
until the consumer can now buy it at 91¢ 
cents, which is the exact cost of pro- 
duction. You will say, ‘Very well; so 
much better for the consumer!’ But re- 
member that the depression of the market 
is an unnatural and unhealthy one, and 
is sure to react as would be an unwarrant- 
ed inflation.” 

It isa business theory thata business 
man who is not making money is losing 
money. and this is tenfold the case in the 
oil business, where the returns must be 
quick and the profits large, in order to 
carry the heavy risk incident to the busi- 
ness, 

The Standard Oil Company is a monop- 
oly in all that the term implies. The mo- 
ment it began to fear the opposition of the 
Independents, it attempted to crush them 
by preventing them from making money, 
even though it lost money itself. Why, 
sir, with the profits the Standard has fore- 
gone im order to hurt the interests of the 
Independents, it could have purchased 
every independent refinery in America. 


It has attempted to buy up all the coop- 
erage in the country, and, I am reliably 
informed, has spent no less than $7,000,- 
000 in the last four months for staves, 
headings and hoopiron. The Standard is 
paying more to-day for old oil barrels than 
it paid for new ones a year ago. All this,of 
course, is done to corner the market. 


“But there is another point of view from 
which to look at the thing,” continued the 
Judge. ‘The capital stock of the Stand- 
ard is $3,500,000, and its assets may be 
from $25,000,000 to $30,000,000 more, $10,- 
000,000 alone being invested in Cleveland 
in one way andanother. The bulk of the 
stock is owned by not exceeding ten or 
twelve men, such as John D. Rockafeller, 
O. H. Payne, 8. V. Harkness, William 
Rockafeller, and H. M. Flagler. It so 
happens, however, that these men also 
own the controlling interest in the pipe 
line conducting their product to the sea- 
board, and they receive twenty cents per 
barrel soshipped. Hence it is clear that 
these few men who own a wheel within a 
wheel have a two-fold source of revenue 

their interest in the Standard and that in 
the pipe line. Although the price of ofi 
has fallen so low as to preclude any profit 
from lubricators, these men have a never- 
failing bonanza in their pipe line, and 
while the smaller and more numerous 
stockholders in the Standard realize no 
dividends, the larger stockholders, who at 
the same time control the pipe line, not 
only coin money out of the latter, but have 
also the means of compelling the small 
stockholders in the Standard, who have 
no interest in the pipe line, to sell out to 
them. John D. Rockafeller has the big- 
gest fight on hand of any man in America; 
on one side the small stockholders, and on 
the other the independent refiners. And 
the latter are nosmall item if you consider 
that the independents have the capacity

Standard stockholders, who also own the 
pipe line, aré preparing to abandon the 
refining business altogether, contenting 
themselves with becomiag carriers of 
crude oil. They all have become im- 
mensely wealthy, and the odium attached 
by the vox populi to the Standard Oil Com- 
pany may influence them to such an ex- 
tent as to leave the Standard and let others 
do the fighting. The only other way I 
know of is that of buying the Independ- 
ent refineries. Speaking of Cleveland 
alone, the Standard Oil Company only a 
couple of years ago fora paltry $300,000 
could have taken the leasehold of every 
available siteon whicha refinery could 
have been profitably established and run. 
In all its far-sighted schemes it overlooked 
this important point, and it only found 
out its mistake when it was too late tu cor- 
rect it.”

Colorado as 2 Petroleum Producer. 

It is generally known that active opera- 
tions are soon to be begun in developing 
the petroleum resources of Colorado, 
thereby adding a decidedly important ele- 
mert of wealth to the State. Surface in- 
dications of this valuable oil have been 
found in various parts of the State, prin- 
cipally near Morrison, Canon City, and 
further south, as well as at intermediate 
points. These indications have been ex- 
amined by competent men from the famous 
oil regions of Pennsylvania, and they all 
agree that Colorado must not only possess 
immense quantities of petroleum, but that 
it also exists of an unusually fine quality. 

Three or four companies have been or- 
ganized to bore for the fluid and to refine 
it for the market, and the results of their 
labors will be looked for with interest. 
The Colorado Oil, Coal and Gas Company, 
of which Dr, Reuben Jeffrey is President, 
RK. W. Kennedy Secretary and General 
Manager, L. J. Ingersoll Treasurer, and 
Mark Luckenbach Superintendent, is about 
to begin energetic labor upon their proper- 
ties. They have secured upward of 2,000 
acres of oil land, on which not only is oil 
found, but also coal of an excellent 
quality. The latter deposits will also be 
developed. 

The company starts out with a capital of 
$2,000,000, divided into 20,000 shares of 
$100 each, and im addition to their other 
franchises they also own a process for the 
manufacture of gas from petroleum, which 
is claimed to be better and cheaper than 
the ordinary coal gas. It is announced 
that they are now ready to enter into con- 
tracts to supply cities, towns, villages, 
manufactories, deep mines, etc , with this 
gas,and it may bea new industry of no 
small proportions will soon be in active 
operation in the State.—Denver Tribune,

When the advance party 
arrived at the scene it was discovered that 
gas was rushing from a depth of 1,500 feet 
and bubbling through 1,000 feet of water. 
The situation made it difficult to push 
operations, but it is confidently expected 
that the present gush of gas will be fol- 
lowed by a flow of oil. 

It has heen supposed for some years that 
oil existed in the basin of which Hones- 
dale is the centre, but no particular heed 
was paid to the matter until about a year 
ago, when Prof. R. E. White, of the State 
Geological Survey, while making observa- 
tions in Wayne, discovered outcroppings 
of oil sund at Starucca si:ailar to that 
found in Bradford, McKeen County, and 
he also noticed negr Port Jervis, at the 
other end of the basin, strong indicstions 
of Venango sand. He reported these ob- 
servations to some of the leading business 
men of the place, and a meeting was held 
to consider the matter. A committee was 
quickly appointed to obtain a charter and 
report a plan of organization. The charter 
was secured under the name of the Wayne 
County Development Company. FE. M. 
Torry was chosen President, and a paid- 
up capital of $10,000 was secured at once 
to make a test on the strength of Professor 
White’s report. Nothing in the way of a 
test was begun until the company secured 
the entire oil right of Wayne County, on 
conditional leases, nnd then boring was 
begun. The manner in which the land 
has been bought up and leased will pre- 
vent outside speculators rushing in, as 
they have done in the oil region, so that 
the excitement must be Jocal. It is thought 
oil will begin to flow in a few hours.

Solidifying Petroleum. 


According to a St. Petersburg paper, a 
German, Herr P. N. Dittmar, has prac- 
tically solved the problem of rendering 
petroleum solid—a problem considerably 
studied by chemists of late in view of the 
large question of transport. A company 
has been formed in Russia to work the 
patent when completed. The transforma- 
tion of the substance will not cost more 
than about ten cents per thirty-six pounds. 
The mode of treatment is not yet disclosed, 
and chemists to whom small samples of the 
solid petroleum have been sent have not 
been able to make out the nature of the 
foreign substances that are added in a pro- 
portion of two, or at most three, per cent. 
to solidify the petroleum. : 

The reporter of the St. Petersburg paper 
saw the product. He says itis of a wine- 
yellow color, and has the consistency of 
very stiff gelatine ; it can be kneaded with 
the fingers like wax. and is yet somewhat 
breakable. A small piece of the thickness 
of a lead pencil, and about an inch long, 
could be lit at one end and held with the 
fingers. It melted like wax, and it was 
only after a liltic, when hot drops ran 
down, that the flame had to be blown ont. 
The danger of fire is considerably less than 
with liquid petroleum. The product can 
be easily liquified when required by the 
addition of vinegar, and the process is 
rapid. The vinegar in time separates out 
below and the petroleum above. It is not 
stated whether the same vinegar can be 
used repeatedly. 
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i used is too inflammable, and that in 
ssuch oil the users are harboring a 
destructive agent which at any minute 
may ¢xplode, dealing death and destruc- 
tion in its path? Such must be and is 
really the case. Coal oil of a proper purity 
is not highly inflammable or dangerous for 
burning. A match may beapplied to good 
coal oil and extinguished without firing 
the oil. Itis only when adulterated with 
lighter and more volatile products that it 
is to be feared. It might be well to givea 
short description of oils, showing exactly 
what a ‘‘safe” and what an ‘‘unsafe” oil is. 
Oils may be divided into two classes, light 
and heavy, The properties of light oils 
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are volatility, with their flashing point 
and burning point at a low temperature. 
With heavy oils the flashing point and 


burning point are higher, and they are 


much less volatile. There are, then, two 
indicators by which we can measure the 
inflammability of an oil—viz., its flashing 
point and its burning point. The flashing 
point of anoil is that point at which, on 
being heated, u will evolve an ignitable 
vapor. The heat given out by the burning 
flashes of this vapor will be sufficient to 
eause the whole to burn. It is only when 
the evolution of this vapor becomes sufii- 
ciently rapid to ignite the body of the oil 
that the burning pointis reached. This 
point varies in different oils, heavy oils 
having much higher flashing and burning 
points than light. As the flashing and 
burning points of heavy oils are higher 
than in the lighter grades, they are more 
safe and to be recommended. According 
to Nystrom, the lowest temperature at 
which an oil will light with a match is re- 
presented by the formula: Let T~lowest 
temperature at which the oil will light on 
application of the match and S its specific 
gravity; then T1200 S¢—140 deg. Fahr. 
No oil which, on being approached with a 
match, will ignite at ordinary tem, erature 
of our rooms is fit to burninalamp. The 
first cause of explosions from the use of 
light oils is their extreme liability to va- 
porize. Let us take a case of the ordinary 
lamp with a glass reservoir. The heat 
travels from the burning wick through the 
brass connections to the glass globe con- 
taining the oil. The oil, on being thus 
heated, vaporizes, filling the top of the 
globe with a highly explosive gas. Ifno 
leak occurs, or if the lamp is not broken, 
no damage will occur; but if from either 
of these causes the vapor escapes, frightful 
results almost envariably ensue. The 
question may then be asked, why do we 
use these light explosive oils? Unfortun- 
ately, it is almost impossible to obtain any 
others! The Jighter oils sell at a much 
lower price than the heavier and better 
grades; hence the temptation to adulterate 
with less valuable but more explosive pre- 
ducts. It has been found that an oil the 
flashing point of which is above 113 deg. 
Fahr. will, by the addition of naphtha, 
have its flashing point very materially 
lowered in proportion to the quantity 
added. One per cent. of naphtha causes it 
to flash at 113 deg. Fahr.,2 per cent at 92 
deg , 5 per cent. at 85 deg., 10 per cent. at 
59 deg., and 20 per cent. at40 deg. To 
sum up: Avoid all oils under the name of 
“combinations.” If you would be safe, 
use only those oils which will extinguish a 
lighted match plunged therein; ure lamps 
whose reservoirs ars of a non-fragile na- 
ture. If attention is paid to these rules 
the percentage of explosions and accidents 
will be materially lessened. — Millers’ 
Journal. 
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Vlumbago and Fat for Lubricating.

Law Against Adulterations. 


Among the bills recently introduced in 
the House of Representatives, was the fol- 
lowing which was presented by Mr. Harden- 
bergh, of Jersey City. Itisentitled: ‘A 
Bill to Prevent the Adulteration of Food 


Be tt enacted by the Senate and House of 


Peoria, Il. 
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gress assembled, That no person. or corporation 
shall knowingly transport. or Gause to be trans- 
ported, from the State, District, or Territory in 
which he resides or does business, into any 
other State or Territory, or from any foreign 
country, or other State or Territory, into the 
State or Tenitory tn which he resides or docs 
business, for sale or barter, orto be offered for 
sale or barter, any article of food or drugs adui- 
terated within the meaning of this act; and any 
person violating the above provision shall be 
deemed guilty of a mis ?emeanor, and, upon con- 
viction thereof, shall be fined not more than fifty 
dollars for each offense. 


Seo. 2. That no person shall, within the Dis- 
trict of Columbia or in any of the Territorities, 
or in any fort, arsenal, dock-yard, or reservation, 
or other place under the jurisdiction of the United 
States, manufacture, offer for sale, or sell any 
article of food or drugs which is adulterated 
within the meaning of this act; and any person 
Violating this provision shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction thereof, 
shall be punished bya fine not exceeding fifty 
dollars. 


Src 3. That if on examination of any article 
of fued or drugs imported from any foreign 
country it is found to be adulterated within the 
meaning of this act, a return to that effect shall 
be made upon the invoice, and articles so noted 
shall not be permitted to pess the custom-house 
or be delivered to the consignees, unless on re- 
examination, as } rovided for in this act, it shall 
be found that the said articles are not adulter- 
ated. 


fc. 4. That the owner or consignee shall have 
the privilege of calling, at his own expense, fora 
re-exumir aticn ; and on depositing with the vol- 
lector of customs such sums as he may deem 
sufficient to defray such expense, it shall be the 
duty. f the collector of customs to procure a 
ceitificute, underoath, frcm a public analyst, of 
a careful analysis of the articles in question ; and 
in case the report by certificate of the an- 
alyst shall ceclare the report of the officer 
who examined the goods to be erro- 
neous, and the said articles to be unadulterated, 
the sald articles shall be returned to the owner 
or consignee, and passed without reservation on 
payment of the duties, if any; but in case the of- 
fiver’s return shall be susiained by the analyst, 
the suid articles shall remain in charge of the 
collector of customs, to be disposed of in accord- 
ance w.th regulations to be prepared ly the Na- 
tional Board of Health and approved by the 
Secretary of the Treasury: Provided, That the 
owner or consignee, on payment of charges of 
storage and other exp°nses necessarily incurred 
by the United States, and on giving bond, with 
sureties satisfactory to the collector, agreeing to 
remove said articles from the United States, 
shall have the privilege of re exporting them at 
any time within the period of six months after 
the date of the report of the inspector or public 
analyst. 

Sec. 5, Thatin order te carry into effect the 
provisions of this act the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is hereby authorized to appvint, from :.ames 
submitted to Lim for that purpose by the Nation- 
al Board of Heulth, one or more suitably-quali- 
fied persons as special inspectors and as public 
analysts for adulterated food and drugs at such 
ports of entry asthe Secretary of the Treasury 
may deem expedient: and it shall be the duty of 
the National Board of Health to prepare instruc- 
tions governing the work of such inspectors and 
analysts, which, when approved by the Secre 
tary of the Treasury, shall govern their action, 
and that of collector of cu-toms, in preventing 
imyportations from foreign countries of food or 
drugs adulterated within the meaning of this 
act. 

Sxc. 6. ‘that the National Board of Health 
shall make, or cause to be made, examination of 
specimens of food aud drugs collected under its 
directicn in various parts of the country, and 
shall publish in its weekly bulletin the results of 
such analyses. If it shall appear from such ex- 
amination that any of the provisions of this act 
have been violated, the secretary of the board 
shall at once report the facts to the proper 
United States district attorney, with a copy of 
the results of the analyses duly authenticated by 
the analyst under oath. \ 

Src. 7. That it shall be the duty of every dis- 
trict attorney to whom the secretary of the Na- 
tional Board of Health or any collector of cus- 
toms shall report any violation of this act to 
cause proper proceedings to be commenced and 
prosecuted without delay for the fines and penal- 
ties in such cas; provided, unless, upon inquiry 
and examination, he shall decide that such p:o- 
ecedings cannot probably be sustained, in which 
case he shall report the facts tothe National 
Board of Health. And for the expenses in- 
curred and services rendered in all such cases 
the district attorney shall receive and be paid 
from the Treasury such sums as the Secretary of 
the Treasury shall deem just and reasonable, 
upon the certificate of the judge bofore whom 
such cases are tried or disposed. 

Sec.8. Thatan articie snuii be deemed to be 
adulterated within the meaning of this act— 

a In the case uf drugs: 

First. If when so'd under or bys pame re- 
cognized in the Un'ted States Pharmacopeia it 
differs from the standard of strength, quality, or 
purity laid down therein. 

Second. If when sold under cr by a name not 
recognized in the United States Pharmacopoeia, 
but which is found in some other pharmacopeia 
or other standard work on materia medica, it 
differs waterially from the standard of strength, 
Quality, or purity laid down in such work. , 
















































Third. If its strength or purity fall below the 
professed standard under which It ts sold. 

b. In the cage of food or drink: 

First If any substance or substances has or 
have been mixed with it so as to reduce or lower 
or injuriously affect ita quality or strength. 

Second. If an inferior or cheaper substance or 
substances have been substituted wholly or in 
part for the article. 

Third. If any valuable constituent of the ar- 
ticle has been wholly or In part abstracted. 

Fourth. If it be an imitation of or be sold un- 
der the name of another article. 

Fifth. If it consists who!l: or in part of a dis- 
eased or decomposed, or putrid or rotton, an’+ 
mal or vegetable substance, whether manufac- 
tured or not, or in the case of milk, if it is the 
produce of a diseased animal. 

Sixth. If it be colored or eeated, or polished or 
powdered, whereby damage is conceuled, or It is 
made to appear better than it really is, or of 
greater value. 

Seventh. If it contain any added poisonous in- 
gredient, or any ingredient which may render 
such article injurions to the health of a person 
consuming it: Provice?, That the National Board 
of Health may, with the approval of the Secre 
tary of the Treasury, from time to time declare 
certain articles or preparativns to be exempt 
from the provisions of this act: And pvovided 
further, That the provisions of this act shall not 
not apply to mixtures or compounds recognized 
as ordinary articles of food, provided that the 
same are not injurious to health, and that the 
articles are distinctly labeled as a mixture, stat- 
ing the components of the mixture. 

Src. 9. That it shall be the duty of the National 
Board of Health to prepare and publish, from 
time to time, lists of the articles, mixtures, or 
compounds declared to be exempt from the pro- 
visions of this act in accordance with the pre- 
ceding section. The National Board of Health 
shall also, from time to time, fix the limits of 
variability permissible in any article of food. 
drug. or compound the standard of which is not 
established by any national pharmacopaia. 

Sze. 10. That the term ** food” as used in this 
act shall include every article used for food or 
drink by man. The term “drug” as used in this 
act shall include all medicines for internal or 
external use. 

Src. 11. That all the regulations and declara- 
tions of the National Board of Health made 
under this act from time to time, and promul- 
gated, shall be printed in the Statutes at Large. 

Src. 12. That this act shall take effect ninety 
days after it shall have become a lew. 
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The Antiseptic speaeee of Cinnamic 
c1d..

Among the chemical products exuibited 
by Messrs. Zimmermann at the Inter- 
national Sanitary Exhibition at South Ken- 
sipgtor, this summer, was a large quant ty 
of cinnamic acid in brilliant crystalline 
plates. Upon expressing my admiration 
of the specimen, the attendant at the stall 
informed me taat ‘‘vinnamic acid was the 
antiseptic of the future,” and presented 
me with a paper on the subject, which in- 
forms us that the particular specimen ex- 
hibited was prepared according to D:. 
Emil Jacobsen's patented proces:, by which 
means it is produced syuthetically at a 
comparatively moderate price. Dr. Fleck, 
in his pamphlet “Benzoesaure, Carbol- 
saure, Salicylsaure, Zimmtsaure,” ctc., as- 
signs a higher place to cinnamic acid as an 
antifermentative than to salicylic acid. 
S:hwartz has also made experiments which 
show that it is among the most effective of 
antiseptics. It is free from taste and is 
not poisonous ; it does not irritate when 
applied in the pulverulent form, and is not 
absorbed. Its solubility is very little in 
water, about 1-10th per cent.: In other sub- 
stances as follows: 1 in 66 parts olive oil, 1 
in 40 parts vaseline, 1 in 66 parts sperma- 
ceti, 1 in 50 parts of a2 per cent. watery 
solution of phosphate of soda, 1 in 25 parts 
of a2 percent solution of borax, and 1 in 
490 parts of glycerine. 

This cinnamic acid possesses an agree- 
able aromatic odor, and when the crystals 
are powdered a whiff of benzol is given off, 
which, however, s00n pxsses away. 

Upon referring to the provisional patent 
I find cinnamic acid is obtained as a by- 
pioduct in the preparation of benzalde- 
hyde, benzoic acid, and benzoic ethers. 

Firstly—It may be prepared by the ac- 
tion of glacial acetic acid and chloride of 
vine upon benzol-dichloride. 

Secondly—By permitting a mixture of 
benzaldehyde and acetylcLloride to act for 
some time upon ench other. And 

Thirdly -By the action of acetate of lime 
with 2 per cent. of acetate of zinc upon 
benzoldichlorile. 

Not having access to the report of the

Cod liv: roil takes 
nu; 2 percent. White wax over the water- 
bath dissolves 5 per cent., snd 3 per cent. 
remains dissulved when coo!, Paraffin re- 
tains 16 per ceut. Oleic acid dissolves 20 
per cent. on the water-bath, but not more 
than 5 per cen’. remains permxnently dis- 
solved. 

Benzol dissolves 1 per cent. at 60 deg. F. 

Ether dissolves 20 per cent , chloroform 
8 per cent.and g'yceria of borax 1!¢ per 
cant. 

From analcgy it is to be expected that 
lard may be preserved from rancidity by 
cisnamic acid, and it is pot improbable 
that the effects of gum Lenz»in and storax 
upon Ii:rd are due to the sameacid. I 
have, therefore, prepared and sct aside so- 
lutions of cinnamic acid in lard, and o 
benzoic acid in lard, as well as a sample of 
fresLly prepared lard for comparison. 

When sufficient time has elapsed to test 
the efects of these acids, I hope to report 
onthem. If I may ba permitted to makza 
suggestin I would recommend the ure of 
cianamic acid in ointments and supposi- 
tories, wien an anti:eptic is required in 
those forms, 

C noaamic acid is easily reduced to fine 
powder, and may be mixed with ointments, 
ete., at pleasure. 

It might be advantageously added to ad- 
Lesive plaster, cire being taken not to em- 
ploy too much heat, as it sub!imes at 300 
deg. F. 

I find the eftect of cinnamic acid upon 
animal and vegetable substances to be as 
tollows: Two grains added to 4 fluid ounces 
of urine, and kept at the ordinary tempe- 
rature of the pharmary, has preserved this 
fluid from chavge twenty-eight days; on 
the twenty-nioth day it became cloudy, 
and on the thiriy-first it was putrid; while 
a portion of the same urine where the acid 
was omitted soon exhibited a changed con- 
dition and became putrid. 

‘l'wo grains of cinnamie acid (which isa 
trifle more than water is capable ot dissol- 
ving) was m’xed with 4 fluid ounces of a 
solution of albumen in water, kept expo: ed 
to the air at about 60 deg F, and shvken 
occasionally, remained fresh and bright 
seventecn days; on the eighteenth day it 
was found to have lost its transparency and 
bezome putrid, whilst a similar solction, 
but withont cinnamic reid, had, cn the 
sixth day, become puirid. 

This experiment was repeated with th: 
albumen of one egg mixed with 6 fluid 
ounces of water and +trained ; 4 grains o' 
cinnamic acid in fine powder was mixed 
with 4 fluid ounces of this solution and 
occwionally shaken; decomposition has 
not yet shown itself, although eighteen 
days have elapsed 

Cinramic acid appears to combine with 
albumen, and a light white precipitate is 
formed, 

Cinnamic acid was added in the propor- 
tion of 2 and 5 grains, respectively, to two 
separate 100 grains of pu!ped hard epg 
albumen, with 2 grains of Bullock's pig 
pepsin, 5 minims of hydrochloric acid and 
1 fluid ounce of distilled water, and the 
result observed in comparison with the 
same quantity of pepsin ferment and 
hydrochloric seid upon hard egg albumen 
without cinnamic neid, at a temperature of 
98 deg. F. The acid had not the slightest 
eff ct in retirding the actiun of the pepsin,

| This experiment was repeatcd with 4 
grains of cinnamic acid, finely powdered 
and thoroughly incorporated with 4 fluid 
ounces of awarm mixture of gelatine ant 
water. The jelly has remained bright and 
firm eighteen days. 

Cinnamic acid,in the proportion of half a 
grain to the fluid ounce, prevented active 
fermentation in a decoction of malt to 
which yeast had been added, and kept for 
three days at from 70 deg to 80 deg F. 

Cinnamic acid, in the propo:t on of half 
a grain to the fluid ounce of a strong infu- 
sicn of malt made with cold water, and 
kept exposed to the air at 60 deg F , pre- 
rerved the infusion thirty-five days. On 
the thirty-sixth it broke down ; whilstafur 
five days had elapssd some of the same in- 
fusion to which it had not been addd 
broke down. 

Some of the same infusion to which the 
acid was added in the proportion of cne 
graia to the fluid ounce, and kept under 
‘the same conditions, continues bright, and 
has retained its aroma fifty-one days. 

Acid infusion of ro-es, to whieh half a 
grain of cinnamic acid to the fluid ounce 
was added, and kept under the same oon- 
ditions as in the former experiment, hes 
remained good sixty one days; whilst a 
sample of the same infusion from which 
the acid was omitted bas producd a fine 
crop of fl»cculent deposit and a floating 
layer of green mould. 

Infusion of hay containing cinnamic acid 
in the proportion of one grain to the flaid 
ounceand kept at 60 degs F , coutinres 
bright, although seventeen days have 
elapsed, whilst some of the same infusicn 
from which the acid was omitted broke 
down on the tlsird day. 

Enough has been shown to prove that 
cinnamic acid possesses vonsideralle anti- 
septic properties and I am inclined to 
think that its non-retarding eff ct 
upon pepsin enhances its value in the 
event of its being used as a medicine.

The dye market for the past month has exhibit- 
ed the usual quietness which settles down upon 
it at this season of the year. But the volume of 
business done has nevertheless been in excess of 
that of the corresponding month last year, and 
much greater than dealers anticipated at the 
opening. Owing to various causes the consump- 
tion of dyestuffs during December is usually 
light and continues so until about the middle of 
January, when the regular spring business com- 
mences, and us a consequence little demand be- 
yond that required to supply immediate wants is 
expected. Tne past week has been very dull and 
only small quautities have moved, the annual 
stocktaking largely occupying the attention of 
dealers. The outlook for the coming year is high 
ly encouraging and points to an unusually large 
trade; the general prosperity of the country which 
necessarily entails liberal expenditures for fab- 
rics, will tend to largely increase the demand for 
dyestuffs used in their manufactu:q Prices have 
in the past been unsatisfactory for some goods, 
and, while a general firmness has prevailed, have 
been so low as to occasion much complaint and, 
in some cases, loss. The ensuing year should see 
some improvement in this respect, and a general 
strengthening of values is predicted, though in 
view of the active competition prevailing it may 
not transpire. Speculative movements in this 
branch of business are more rare than in many 
others, but the past twelve months has exhibited 
occasional periods of excitement from this 
cause. ‘ile fewer of,these to be met with, the 
better for the general trade; and it is, therefore 
hoped that the market will be little disturbed by 
them in the y No alterations in val 
ties have occurred since we last wrote. The 
following isthe summary of the trade for the 
week. 

Indigo has been without materia! change during 
the weok under review, and we have 
only transactions for consumptive ac- 
eount to report. Bengals are unchanged, and 
we learn of sales of 10 cks good at $1350. Gua- 
tamalas have not arrived very freely, and sales 
of oniy 26 cervons are reported at unchangec 
figures. The soft kinds are quiet and without 
alteration in price. 

Cutch has undergone no change sinee we last 
wrote. Demand is light and whaliy confined to 
retail requirements. Stock continues to be 
largely concentrated. Sales are reported of 200 
Dags at 6i4c, and the range at the close was from 
64GQ7c. 

Gambier has been in only light demand, and 
large pareels are still wanting buyers. Prices 
under the influence of large spot stocks con- 
tinue low, but no shadings are granted trom our 
inside price.

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Artificial Indigo. 


Indigo planters and indigo merchants will be 
glad, no doubt, to hear that Badische Aniline 
and Soda Fabrik has abandoned the idea of 
being capable to produce artificial indigo at a price 
low enough to be able to compete with the 
natural color, and theretore has abandoned the 
experiments made according to Professor Bae- 
yer’s process, It remains to be seen, however, if 
the idea of the artificial production of indigo, al 
though given up as impracticable at present, will 
not be realised at some future time, as also it re- 
mains to be seen !f indigo will always be capable 
of holding its own against the other new coloring 
matters discovered by Witt and Koechlin, or any 
other dyestuffs which may be discovered at some 
future time. The indigo manufactured under 
Professor Baeyer’s process was used solely for 
calico printing, and bears no relation to the new 
product, Indophenol, to which we have pre- 
viously referred. 
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Chemicals and Tariff. 







follows : 


Mr. Chairman: The manufacturers of 
chemicals, in this country, are desirous of 
having the revision of the tariff of duties 
on foreign products entrusted to a com- 


mission. 


They believe that in this way only will 
it be acted upon understandingly, and 
with proper care and deliberation. Their 
experience, here briefly narrated, will fur- 
pish ample reason for their present decis- 
jon, and sufficiently explain the recom- 


nendation they now make. 


Had either the tariff bill prepared under 
the direction of Hon. William R. Morrison. 
in 1876, or that of Hon. Fernando Wood, 
in 1878, gone into operation, as originally 
presented to the respective Commission of 
Ways and Means of which they were chair- 
man, the chemical industry of the United 
States would have been practically oblit- 


erated. 


Not only, however, did the two gentle- 
men referred to desire to make an example 
of the manufacture of chemicals, but they 


wanted to go still further—so far, indeed, 


as to apply unusual, unheard-of, and he- 
roic treatment to this department of labor 
by taxing crude materials used by Ameri- 
eans, and admitting, free of duties and 
taxes, finished products made by foreign- 


ora. 


Therefore, the position of the wanutac- 


turing chemical industry, at this moment, 


is such as to demand attention, and the 
few remarks that we intend to make are of 


general interest. 

No one can deny this proposition: That, 
if the finished foreign product be made 
duty free, then all crude materials em- 
ployed in the manufacture of a like article 
here should be exempt from internal tax- 
ation and customs duties. No intelligent 
man will dare to deny this, and neither 
free trade nor protection has xnything to 
do with the case; for unless legislators 
aim at crushing out their own people and 
building up foreigners, they will never, 
under any circumstances, in any country, 
whether ultra free-traders or radical pro- 
tectionists, whether in England, France 
Germany, Italy, or any other civilized com- 
munity—they will never tax crude mate- 
tials without, at least, imposing counter- 
vailing duties on the finished goods pro- 
duced abroad made from similar crude or 
raw materials. 

Assuming that no one who understands 
the subject will venture to dispute this 
proposition (and if he does it has but to 
refer to the various tariffs of European 
manufacturing nations for information—- 
and intormation, we should say, he greatly 
needs), we desire to illustrate the practical 
ideas on the tariff question of the late Hon. 
Fernando Wood, Chairman of the Ways

Let us briefly examine the tariff bill, as 
originally prepared by Mr. Wood, so that 
we may know whether he possessed the 
requisite knowledge of politieal economy 
entitling him to the name of statesman. 

In illustration we select a few items: 

Crude camphor to be dutiable 3 cents 
per pound. 

Refined camphor to be free. 

Crude argols to be dutiable. 

Tartaric acid and Rochelle salt (made 
from argols) to be free. 

Quicksilver, or mercury, to be dutiable. 

All mercurial preparations to bs free. 

Concentrated lemon juice to be dutiable. 

Citric acid (made from lemon juice) to 
be free 












































Crude brimstone to be dutiable. 

Sulphuric acid (made from crude brim- 
stone) to be free, 

The duty on opium to be doubled. 

Morphia (made from opium) to te free. 

Peruvian barks, then on the free list, to 
be dutiable 10 percent. The tax on alco- 
holand the duty on fusil oil to remain 
unchanged, but the duty on quinine to 
be reduced one-half, and all other alka- 
loids extracted from Peruvian barks to be 
admitted free, 

The tax on distilled spirits, 90 cents per 
gallon, was to remain (this is equivalent 
to about $1 70 per gallon on alcohol), 
while alcoholic preparations, such as chlo- 
roform, sulphuric ether, spirits nitrous 
ether, etc., were to enter duty free. 

A number of essential oils are made in 
this country from dutiable crude materials, 
such as oil of cloves, oil of nutmegs, oil of 
black pepper and oil of pimento. It was 
proposed by Mr. Wood to retain the duties 
on spices and make the oils free, which 
would have resulted in less revenue to the 
Government and stoppage to the manufac- 
ture of such oils as woe have mentioned. 

In connection with this line of policy 
there was another remarkable proposition. 
Opium deposited in bonded warehouses 
was not to be removed therefrom for ex- 
portation without payment of duty, and 
such (uty was not to be refunded. 

This, we may explain, would have en- 
tirely prevented the exportation of opium 
from this country, and greatly diminished 
the volume of an important branch of 
business. 

Opium is admitted free of duty into 
England, and large quantities are exported 
from that country. Our merchants can 
import opium from Turkey, deposit it in a 













Rut little is known about the chemical 
industry, its magnitude and importance, 
and yet we claim to rank among the lead- 
ing industries of the country.

The manufacture of chemicals necessarily is not 
so well understeod as that of cottons, woolens 
silks, linens, iron and steel, pottery, ete.. and 
hence it demands more than oidinary care in 
legislation. 


The majority of people do not under:tand 
anything about the subject, and know absoluteiy 
nothing of the crude materials employed in the 
manufacture, 

Even members of Congress, in their ignorance 
of this industry, have at times been disposed to 
put chloroform (which is an al cholic prepara- 
tion) upon the free list because, as they said, it 
yi:ided no reVenue to the Treasury; but the fact 
is, itis made from atuxed crude material. ard 
und every pound of chloroform pays about 45 
cents tax to the Gover. mert, yielding, in the ag- 
gregate, at least $52,500 annually tothe Treasury 
of the United States. 

This is also why tannin or tannic acid, collo- 
dion, all ethers, santonin, strychnia, ete really 
give large sums to the Treasury, while maling 
very meagre retur:ns in published customs 
statistics. 

In England, all alecholic preparations are du 
tlable where the foreign products come in com- 
petition with the home manufactures, in which 
taxed alcohol is employed, as you will observe by 
reference to the Imperial tariffof Great Britain. 

Our industry was, at one time, s:riousiy th eat- 
ened by Hon. John Sherman, when Secretary of 
the Treasury, who recommended to Congress t i,t 
all articles not paying at least $10,000 revenue 
per aunum to the Government should be placed 
upon the free list. Had this gone into effect it 
would have closed many estublishments in this 
country now supplying, of home mznufac ures, 
almost the entire consumption of the j articular 
description of goods manufactured by them. 

Under such a ruling, manufacturers of alcoholic 
preparations (strictly so called) would have been 
forced to stop, as they produce almost all that is 
consumed here, and pay enormous sums into the 
general treasury, through the Internal Kevenuc 
Department, and yet (he custonis receipts are so 
small that they would have all come within the 
scope of the $10,000 clause. 


All bills should be caretully considered, and 
should not be acted upon hastily, and especially 
should the greatest care be exercised against 
summary action by suspension of the rules in the 
House of Representatives when all devate is cu 
off. Popular prejudice, most frequently very 
unreagonable, should never be permiited to have 
undue influence in legislation. 

In the early history of this couutrv, objection 
was made to imporing a duty on nalls, beceuse ii 
was said it would be a tax on real estate. Simi- 
lar statements have been made upon the duty on 
books, paper, etc., as being a :ax on education, 
so the cry was made against quinine that it wasa 
tax upon the fever stricken patient. This la the 
argumentum ad populum, and should be carefully 
guarded against, being only appeals to the pas- 
slons and prejudices of the mu titude. 

The popular outery against the duty on quinine 
was largely due to abusive newspaper nrticles, 
written by a person foreign born, but who baa 
been employed by the United States Govern 
ment, and who had thus become more or less fa- 
miliar wth the customs duties 

The prejudices of the people finally became so 
powerful as to result in the abolition of the dut: 
from foreizn quinine. The accompanying legisla 
tion was hasty and unjust. The rules were su" 
pended, all debate was cut off, the measure put 
on its passage, and the act became a law to go 
into immediate effect. 

We iegard the attitude assumed by a fourth rate 
clerk (Mr. J. 8. Moore) connected with the New 
York Custom House towards American manufac- 
turers as most remarkable. In view of his de 
riving his means of support from the United 
States Government, a decent regard for the ciii 
zens of this country, and respec t fof the laws on 
the statute-books, should slone have moderated 
his offensive style of wiiting. He should have 
remembered that when he abused manufacturers, 
he antagonized the government under whose 
laws manufacturers were working. Instead of 
being suppressed he was permitted to use infor- 
mation officially obtained, for which . e was paid 
by the government, and which was svlely in- 
tended for government use, so as to misrepre- 
sent and distort facts, to mislead the pubiic, and 
to try to degrade in the estimation of their fe: 
low citizens some of the very best men thi- 
country ever produced. 

That he was permitted to slander and abuse

But no legislation can tarn aside the great laws 
ftrade. Quinine was cheaper fifty years ago 
lhants-day; it was cheaper twenty-one years 
igo than to-duy; it will be cheap or dear as the 
‘rude mate: tals are cheap or dear, and Congress 
8 povrerless to prevert it. Congress may stop 
American manufacturers, but it cannot regulate 
he price ef bark in South America and the East 
Indies. 

In 1860 quinine sold here for $1 20 per ounce, 
yet both barks and quinine were dutiable. 

In 1877 quinine sold in England for 16s 6d, or 
the equivalent of abeut $4 1244 per cunce, yet 
both barks and quinine were free.

Ata meeting of the Wes‘ern Wholesale Drug 
Association, representing the very best houses 
engaged in the drug business in every large 
Western city, held at Cincinnati, November 9, 
1881, it was resolved on motion of Mr. Arthur 
Peter, of Louisville. as the sense of the meetirg, 
that a duty of ten per cent. should be levied on 
the salts of quinine. 

The motion was carried as representing the 
views of men who dist:ibute more quinine than 
those of any other section of the country, and 
who are infinit ly better acquainted with the 
subject than either members of Congress or 
statistical clerks in the New York Custom House, 

What happened to the quinine industry may 
come to any of you at some future time, and un- 
less members of Congress, professing to hold 
views favoring protection t» home industries, 
are more consistent than they were about qui- 
nine, and unless manufacturers g: nerally show 
agreat determination to urite for a principle, 
and less dis; osition to look after their special 
und individual interests, nothing will be easier 
than to pick off, in an ungarded moment, one 
industry after another, slaughtering them with 
out debate by that peculiar process of suspend- 
ing the rules. 

To show that this ig not an imaginary danger, 
I may refer to the fact that between January 1 
and June 30, 1880, inclusive, there were offered 
in the House of Representatives bills and peti- 
tions, including 777, for removing duty frcm 
type, printing paper and materials for making 
paper: 

90 for removing the duty from salt. 
22 for removing the duty from earthenware. 
25 for removing the duty from perivdicals, etc. 
34 for removing the duty from chrume iron ore 
and bichromate potash. 
4 for reducing duty on steel rails.

Determining the Chlorate in Bleaeh- 


ing Chlorides. 

The various methods hitherto proposed 
for this purpose are very complicated and 
unfit for industrial purposes. The author's 
method is based on the prop«ity of cupric 
cid in a strongly hydrochloric soluticn of 
yeirg reduced to cuprous oxide ly the ac- 
ion of stannous chloride at a boil. The 
end of the process is indicate! by the de- 
coloration of the liquid, whi-h from ye 1 w 
becomes colorless. For the process are re- 
qui ed:— 

I. A solu'ion of copper, made by dis- 
solving blue-stone in distilled water so as 
to make up a litre, of which 10 ¢.c. repie- 
sent about 0°1 grm. of metallic copper. 

II. An acid so'ution of stannots cl.lor- 
ide, made by dissolving 15 grms. of thia 
body in 200 c.c of hydrochloric acid and 
making up a litre with distilled water. 


Iff. A solution of potass'um chicrate ; 
5917 prms. ofthis salt ave dissolved ina 
litre of distilled water; 10 c.c. of this 
liquid are exactly equal to 0°05 grm cal- 
cium chlorate. 

To find the value of the chlorate solution 
in comparison with that of potassium chlor- 
ate 10 c.c. of the solution of copner (0:1 
grm. of copper) are poured into a flask or 
ac nical glass of colorless glass, hi lding 
150 o.c, and 50c.c. of hydrochloric acid a6 
then added. ‘The mixture as heated toan 
incipient boil and titrated with the stan- 
nous liquid till decolorized. To thecolor- 
less liqnid are added bc c. of tie potarsi- 
um chlorate, which ox‘dize a corres ponding 
quantity of cupreus chloride. This quan- 
tity is determined by titrating again with 
stannous chloride. By this titiaticn is 
found the corresponding relation between 
the cupric and the chlorate sol tions. 
When this relation is ones detesmined tt 
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does not vary as long as the solution Jasts. 

Preparation of the sample of chloride of 
Jime. —10 grms. are stirred up in 100¢.c. 
of water, and saturated with ammonia, 
qhich is added by small quantities till 
there is a slight excess. It is then boiled 
till the odor disappears, and the liquid 
with the precipitate is passed into a flack 
marked at 500¢.c. ‘The liquid 18 let settle, 
depositing a precipitate, whivh contains a 
little ferric oxide. 

The introduction of a little potassa in 
the chloride, after it has been saturated 
with ammonia, much facilitates the settle- 
ment of the deposit? The presence of this 
deposit in the liquid has no very definite 
effect upon the resu'ts. When the solu- 
tion of the chloride is thus prepared the 
chlorata is titrated ; 10 cc. of the cupric 
solution are raised to a boil with 50 c.c. of 
hydrochloric acid ; it is titrated tu decol- 
oration with stannous chloride; then 50 
oc of the solution of the settled solution 
of chloride ary added ; it is boiled, and the 
copper which has been oxidized is titrated 
again. Tis determination is applicable 
also to liguid chlorides —If. EB. Dreyfus, in 
Bulletin de la Societe Chimique de Paris.

Diphenylamine Blae. 

Almest all the agents capable of trans- 
forming commercial aniline irto red color- 
ing matters may also serve with more or 
less alvantaga for effscting the con- 
version of commercial diphenylamine 
(a mixture ot cichenylamine and 
ditoluylamine) into blue colors. But 
the reagent wh'ch gives the best results of 
all, both as to quantity of yicld and quick- 
ness of action, is the sesquichloride of 
carbon. 





The process is effected in enamelled 
cast-iron retorts fittel wit mechanical 
azitat: rs and heated in the oil bath. Their 
capacity is about 87 pints. Into’one of 
these there are pnt 26 lbs. sesquichloride 
of carbon and 22 lbs of a mixture of diph- 
enylamine and ditoluylamine, The whole 
is then gently and gradually heated up to 
355 deg. F., at which point the reaction is 
completed. If this temperature is ex- 
ceeded there is danger of destroying on 
tirely, or in pait, the blue color which has 
been formed, and of obtaining merely a 
Violet mase. During the whole continu- 
ance of the operation prvtochloiide of car- 
bon distils over, which is condensed and 
a‘terwards measured in a graduated glass, 
the volume of pr: tochloride thus recovered 
ought to be avout equel to that of the 
s-squichloride of carbon employed. From 
time to time a rod is plunged into the 
retort in order to examine the appearance 
of the mass in reaction, and the shade of 
its alcoholic solution, 

When the matter, on being thus tried, 
becomes of a co) pery red on cooling, when 
it no longer svils the fingers, when it is 
dry aud brittle, when 1t dissolves in alco- 
hol with an intense blue color, aud when 
the measure of protockloride of carbon 
collected is equal to that of the sesqui- 
chloride vrigisally employed, the process 
8 cver, which generally happens in three 
or fuur hours, 

The retort is then removed and the con- 
tents run out upon plates of si: et iron. 

The blue in this state is not sufficiently 
pure for use in dyeing, but requires a 
purificction wlich may be effected in d.f 
ferent manners, 

hirst Method.— I: is treated with hot water 
at a temperature which does not need to 
exceed 212 deg. F. A part of the crude 
blue thus obtained is poured, litt'e by lit 
tls, into ten times its weight of beuzol, 
Sitting contisnally. This operation is 
(flected at the common temperature in a 
closed vessel to avoid evaporstion. and 
Tequires at least two hours. The blue is 
Precipitated as au impalpable powder, and 
48 collected upon a cilico filter. It is let 
drain, pressed, and this treatmont is re- 
Commenced a second time. The blue col- 
lected in this mannér, but uot preased, is

Third Method.—The blue is dissolved at 
the ordinary temperature, or, at most, nt 
exceeding 140 deg. F , in ten parts cf 01 
of vitriol. When the dissolution is com- 
plete, thirty partes of water are added. 
The blue color is precipitated, wuilst thi 
Violet matter which accompanies it rewuins 
chiefly dissolved in the avid lizuid. The 
blue precipitate is sej arat d by Uitratioi 
through asvestos or fragments of glass. It 
is washed once more with an acid solution 
nade in the same proportions as tne for- 
mer, and then it is washed with water til 
the ruanings are no lounger acid It i- 
pressed, dried, and the jurification tin- 
ished by wa-hing in benz», as in the firs:

All the violet residues obtained in ihe 
purification of the blue are collected aud 
set aside. They contain a considcrab:e 
proportion of diphenylamine, which is 
recovered by distillation.—7Zeinturier Pru- 
iique.

Manufceture of Lcrzoie acid, 

Benzoic acid, which is ext«nsively used 
for the manutucture of aniliue bine, is now 
made by oxidizing benzyl-chior.de 
(C; H; Cl.) with bydric nitrate, the chlo 
ride Leing in its turn made from toluol by 
the action of chlorine. 

The following 13 a description of the 
process: An eurthenware retort, similar to 
those used for chlorine making, but with 
apeck on each side of the mouth, is 
placed in a ha‘f cask, or some similar vis 
sel, on the bottom of which is iaid a lead 
coil, through which steom can Le passed 
from a boiler. Into this vessel is put a so- 
lution of calcium chloride, thus forming a 
bath to heat the earthenware still luto 
one of the necks of this still is grouud a 
tube of the same waterial, or gla-s, which 
dips alout two-thirds the depth of the 
still.

Proposed Drug Law for Kentucky. 
The drenggisis of Kentucky seem to be 
in something of a turmoil over the pro- 
pos: d presentation to the Leyi-lature of a 
pharmacy ball, which was adopted by the 
State Pharmaceutical Association, at its 
last mecting. ‘The bill provides that it 
sball be uulawtul for any person to retail, 
compound or dis; euse wedicines in this 
State, uul.ss such person is a registered 
pharmacist, or a registered assistant phar- 
wacist, or unless acting under the immedi- 
E supervision of a registered pharmacint 
orargistered assislant pharmacist. The 
| vi | futher provides for the establishment 
vf a State Board of Pharmacy, which shall 
vovsist of seven members, four of whom 
-hall be members of the Kentucky Phar- 
waceuticul Associaticn, and three shall be 
lselectcd from the mewbers of the Louis- 
| ville College of Paarmacy, who shall re- 
ceive $5 and all expenses for each day 
While engaged in such business. It fur- 
‘ther providks that every druggist in busi- 
| ness ut the time of the passage of the act 
|-hall register his name with the State 
board, und pay said board the sum of $2 
jand every yevr thereafter he shall pay the 
jsaid board $1 in renewal cf his registra- 
ition. All perscus who g> iuto business 
latter the passage of the law shalt be exam- 
‘ined by the State Board, and pay them $5 
lfor their ceititicate of examination, and 
lthe revewal’ fee of $1 cach year thereafter.

Mas asinele 
life been lost in this State byan incomp: tent 
druggist ? People are si metimes injured by the 
acts of a negligent druggist, but we have the 
first instance yet to hear of whereary one hes 
been injured by an incomeptent druggist. The 
laws now in force, holding ail persons reeponst- 
ble for incompetent or negligent acts, are suffio- 
iently broad to cover every conceivable case. 
Why is the druggist who has invested his money 
and a long life now to be compelled tc pay $2 to 
ths board upon its organizaticn. and $1 every 
year thereafter, in order to have the privilege of 
continuing in the business in which he is so com- 
petent? Why not compel the lawycr, the clergy- 
man, the farmer, the mechunic to puy each year 
for their right to follow their calling? 

We deny that the object of the bill is to fur- 
nish the country with more competent druggists. 
The bill does not say what ix to be the standard 
of proficiency in examination of applicants. As 
to what shall be a ‘satisfactory examination,’ 
is a matter wholly within the arvitrary discreti n 
of the board; therefore we can conclude that 
the main object is net to bring about a higher 
degree of proficiency.” 

Continuing his remarks, Mr. Food 
charges that the Lill 1s gotten up for the 
purpose of making money and in the in- 
terest of t:e Louisville College of Phar- 
macy.
